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BUENA  VISTA  COLLEGE  HISTORY 


The  history  of  Buena  Vista  College  is  unique.  The  lead- 
ing men  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  the  northwest  Iowa 
of  twenty-six  years  ago  realized  that  the  grouping  of  educa- 
tional institutions  in  the  southern  and  eastern  parts  of  the 
state  left  a  vast  unoccupied  field  in  the  center  of  what  was 
destined  to  be  a  fine  part  of  the  state  and  supplied  a  location 
where  a  Christian  college  could  be  planted  and  made  acces- 
sible to  thousands  of  young  men  and  women.  A  joint  com- 
mission of  twelve  men,  chosen  by  the  Fort  Dodge  and  Sioux 
City  presbyteries,  met  at  Storm  Lake,  July  8,  1891,  and  com- 
pleted the  organization  and  incorporation  of  the  college  on 
July  9.  The  Synod  of  Iowa,  in  regular  session  at  Boone,  Oc- 
tober, 1891,  unanimously  adopted  the  college  as  its  own  and 
elected  the  board  of  trustees  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  con- 
trol of  its  property  and  the  management  of  its  interests.  To- 
day the  college  stands  in  the  center  of  a  large  territory,  in 
which  there  is  no  other  Presbyterian  institution,  and  but  one 
other  college  doing  accredited  work.  Buena  Vista  was  found- 
er1 in  faith  and  hope.  It  has  been  built  by  the  heroic  self 
sacrifice  of  devout  and  devoted  men  and  women  who  believed 
thoroughly  in  broad  culture  of  Christian  education.  With 
prophetic  vision  they  viewed  the  splendid  opportunity  of 
usefulness  which  the  Christian  college  in  this  field  furnished 
to  the  church. 

Already  there  has  been  a  net  attendance  of  more  than 
4,000. 

From  the  beginning  young  men  and  young  women  have 
been  received  on  equal  footing.  The  members  of  the  faculty 
are  consecrated  Christian  men  and  women  who  seek  to  main- 
tain a  wholesome  moral  and  religious  atmosphere.  Students 
find  those  of  all  faiths  in  attendance  and  a  number  of  denom- 
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inations  represented  on  the  faculty.    Denominational  pref- 
erences are  in  no  way  molested. 

Location 

The  college  is  situated  on  high  ground  overlooking  a 
beautiful  lake  five  miles  long  and  two  miles  wide.  Storm 
Lake  is  noted  for  its  beautiful  dwellings,  its  wide,  clean, 
well  shaded  streets,  its  lakeside  parks,  and  its  Christian 
homes  and  churches. 

It  is  an  ideal  location  for  a  college  and  an  ideal  place  in 
which  to  spend  four  years  of  college  life. 

The  city  itself  is  of  exceptionally  high  moral  tone  ariu 
draws  many  families  who  wish  to  locate  where  there  are 
good  educational  advantages  for  their  children.  It  is  of 
easy  access  from  the  north,  south,  east,  and  west. 

It  is  the  ambition  of  Storm  Lake  to  be  a  religious  and 
educational  center  and  this  purpose  is  kept  in  view  by  the 
leading  men  of  the  city  who  appreciate  the  opportunities 
provided  by  the  college  and  also  the  attractiveness  of  the 
city  for  people  of  culture  and  intelligence  who  are  seeking 
a  desirable  location  for  permanent  residence. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  college  is  to  furnish  opportunity  for 
a  thorough  education  in  the  various  departments  of  the  col- 
9ge.  A  classical  education  is  encouraged  as  that  which  is 
jested  and  time  honored;  special  attention  is  also  given  to 
thorough  instruction  in  the  sciences,  in  philosophy,  and  in 
English.  Latitude  is  given  for  these  courses  by  the  group 
system.  The  trustees  desire  to  provide,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  college  course,  the  best  opportunities  for  training  in 
music,  art,  oratory,  home  economics,  commerce,  and  agricul- 
ture.   Since  there  is  a  call  for  these,  it  is  held  that  the 
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church  should  furnish  opportunity  for  training  in  these  de- 
partments in  the  atmosphere  of  the  Christian  college.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  the  college  to  make  the  work  as  individualistic 
as  possible,  to  maintain  an  inspiring  college  life,  and  to  de- 
velop cultured,  forceful,  upright  men  and  women  who  shall 
successfully  perform  life's  tasks.  This  institution  firmly 
believes  that  a  college  consists  not  in  its  buildings,  equip- 
ment, or  endowment  alone,  but  in  the  vital  mental  and  moral 
qualities  and  life  of  its  faculty  and  student  body. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  Main  College  Building  is  a  good,  substantial  three 
story  brick  structure,  trimmed  with  cut  stone,  which  con- 
tains recitation  rooms,  offices,  library,  laboratories,  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  rooms,  literary  halls,  and  assembly 
room. 

The  Miller-Stuart  House  was  presented  by  Rev.  William 
Miller  of  Des  Moines  and  Mrs.  Lois  Stuart  of  Audubon  for 
the  use  of  the  president  of  the  institution.  It  is  a  valuable 
property  and  makes  a  comfortable,  modern  home. 

Mather  Hall  is  the  musical  conservatory.  The  conser- 
vatory became  the  property  of  the  college  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  Mrs.  Flora  S.  Mather  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  It  con- 
tains eleven  rooms,  is  well  suited  to  the  purpose  for  which  it 
is  used,  and  is  equipped  for  doing  thorough  work  in  this  de- 
partment. 

Bradford  Field.  On  the  lake  shore  lies  the  Bradford 
Athletic  Field.  Its  location  is  beautiful  and  offers  a  splendid 
opening  for  baseball  and  football.  A  large  amphitheatre  has 
been  erected  at  one  end. 

The  college  campus  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  twenty- 
one  lots,  the  gift  of  Mr.  S.  C.  Bradford  of  Des  Moines,  gives 
the  college  a  prospect  of  ultimately  owning  the  entire  prop- 
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erty  between  the  old  college  campus  and  the  lake  shore. 
When  this  property  is  finally  secured  as  a  campus  it  will  be 
one  of  the  most  attractive  college  properties  in  the  state. 

Library 

The  library  has  over  ten  thousand  volumes,  catalogued 
and  arranged  according  to  the  Dewey  system  of  classifica- 
tion, and  six  hundred  bound  and  catalogued  pamphlets.  The 
care  that  has  been  exercised  in  selecting  books  has  resulted 
in  a  "good  working  library."  The  collection  includes  some 
eight  hundred  bound  volumes  of  leading  periodicals  which 
are  of  value  through  the  aid  of  the  ' 'Reader's  Guide  to  Per- 
iodical Literature."  Magazine  files  are  being  completed  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

The  Library  is  well  supplied  with  daily  and  weekly  pa- 
pers, current  magazines,  literary  reviews,  and  scientific 
journals.  During  the  past  twelve  months  five  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  volumes  have  been  added  besides  numerous 
pamphlets  of  value  concerning  the  European  war. 

The  rooms  are  open  throughout  the  day  while  college  is 
in  session  and  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thurs- 
day evenings  from  seven  to  nine.  Books  may  be  withdrawn 
by  complying  with  the  necessary  regulations. 

Students  also  have  access  to  the  Storm  Lake  Public 
Library. 

Museum 

The  first  collection  for  the  museum  was  made  by  Rev. 
R.  E.  Flickinger,  who  arranged  and  classified  the  material. 

Every  professor  in  charge  since  has  been  intent  on  add- 
ing as  large  a  variety  of  material  as  possible.  It  now  in- 
cludes many  mounted  specimens  of  the  fauna  and  flora  of 
this  region,  and  a  scattering  number  from  other  regions, 
and  also  some  marine  species.  It  has  a  good  assortment  of 
rocks  for  the  study  of  mineralogy  and  geology. 
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A  collection  of  fossils,  shells,  and  rocks  from  various 
parts  of  the  shores  of  England  was  donated  by  Miss  Isabelle 
Cowan,  of  Windom,  Minnesota. 

About  one  hundred  and  fifty  specimens  of  marine  in- 
vertebrates have  been  added  recently.  These  are  used  in 
the  study  of  Bilogoy.  The  Museum  needs  further  additions 
and  a  place  in  which  to  display  them.  Persons  who  have 
mineral,  fossil,  or  biological  specimens  or  articles  of  historic 
value,  should  favor  the  college  and  future  generations  of 
students  by  placing  them  where  they  will  be  perennially 
useful.  Correspondence  is  solicited.  Shipments  of  material 
may  be  made  at  any  time. 


LABORATORIES 


Biology 

The  biological  department  occupies  two  rooms  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  main  building.  One  room  is  used  as  a  lecture 
room  and  a  portion  of  the  museum  is  exhibited  here.  The 
room  is  fitted  especially  for  the  use  of  the  projection  appar- 
atus. The  second  room  is  well  lighted  from  two  sides  and 
well  adapted  for  microscopic  work.  The  present  equipment 
affords  excellent  facilities  for  undergraduate  work  in  the 
science.  A  locker  is  provided  for  each  student  and  the  lab- 
oratory is  well  equipped  with  microscopes  and  instruments, 
so  that  the  students  may  do  individual  work. 

The  equipment  includes  on  the  one  hand  a  stereopticon 
with  microscopic  projection  apparatus,  with  five  hundred 
well  selected  lantern  slides  on  biological  subjects.    The  de-

partment  includes  a  large  number  and  variety  of  micro- 
scopic slides  that  will  cover  every  phase  of  biological  science. 
On  the  other  hand  there  are  such  apparatus  as  the  micro- 
tome, camera  lucida,  autoclav,  incubators,  hot  air  sterilizer, 
paraffin  bath,  etc.,  so  that  a  thorough  and  complete  course 
may  be  given  in  both  microscopic  technique  and  bacteriology. 
The  department  is  equipped  with  an  excellent  supply  of 
stains  for  histological  work. 

The  museum  in  connection  with  the  laboratory  affords 
abundant  and  valuable  material  for  work,  while  the  contig- 
uous region,  including  the  lake,  teems  with  forms  of  life 
offering  unusual  opportunity  for  biological  research. 

Agricultural  Laboratory 

This  laboratory  is  in  connection  with  the  chemistry  de- 
partment and  occupies  well  lighted  rooms.  These  are  equip- 
ped with  typical  soils,  seeds  and  apparatus  in  general  re- 
quired for  carrying  on  testing  agricultural  products.  Com- 
plete equipment  is  present  for  the  accurate  determination 
of  soil  constituents  and  new  modern  apparatus  is  installed 
rendering  big  aids  to  the  agriculturists  of  today.  Interpret- 
ation of  soil  results  is  thoroughly  gone  into  and  the  treat- 
ment of  soils  so  analysed  will  be  discussed. 

Chemistry  Laboratory 
The  department  of  Chemistry  occupies  a  lecture  room 
and  well  lighted  laboratories,  capable  of  providing  instruc- 
tion for  about  fifty  people. 

The  quantitative  laboratory  has  been  equipped  with 
new  chainomatic  balances  and  several  hundred  dollars  worth 
of  new  platinum  ware  has  been  added.  The  entire  labora- 
tories have  been  refinished  and  brought  to  the  ultra  limit 
of  present  day  equipment.  New  and  modern  books  on  chem- 
istry have  been  added  to  the  department  and  numerous 
magazines  along  the  subject  are  reguarly  taken. 
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Home  Economics 

This  laboratory  is  located  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  col- 
lege building  and  is  equipped  with  new  style  apparatus. 
Electrical  appliances  are  made  use  of  and  in  this  place  the 
student  becomes  familiar  with  new  ways  of  home  making. 
Practical  instruction  throughout  is  given  and  actual  ex- 
perience in  the  science  and  art  of  Home  Making  is  open  to 
classes  of  this  department. 

Physics  Laboratory 

This  laboratory  is  well  lighted  and  equipped  to  accom- 
modate several  students.  Complete  equipment  for  carrying 
on  work  in  Mechanics,  heat  electricity,  sound  and  light.  New 
apparatus  for  determining  the  value  of  "g"  has  been  in- 
stalled. New  and  modern  balances  of  the  chainomatic  type 
are  at  the  disposal  of  students.  The  laboratory  has  been 
equipped  with  light  proof  shades  rendering  it  an  ideal  place 
to  carry  on  experiments  in  the  properties  of  light. 


STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 


Buena  Vista  College  seeks  by  various  means  to  promote 
the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  its  students  while  giving 
them  the  best  intellectual  training.  The  officers  and  in- 
structors of  the  college  strive  constantly  to  impress  upon  the 
students  the  importance  of  seeking  first  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
Because  of  the  friendly  relationship  existing  between  the 
faculty  and  the  student  body,  a  healthy  religious  life  has 
developed.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  the  devotion- 
al chapel  exercises  on  each  recitation  day  and  some  place  of 
worship  on  the  Sabbath.  There  is  a  number  of  Bible  classes 
organized  among  the  students,  some  taught  by  students, 
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and  some  by  members  of  the  faculty,  while  a  large  percent- 
age of  the  students  are  members  of  some  one  of  the  Sabbath 
schools  of  Storm  Lake. 

There  is  a  strong,  active  Y.  M.  C.  A.  carried  on  by  the 
young  men  who  hold  their  regular  prayer  meeting  on  Wed- 
nesday. There  is  also  a  large  Y.  W.  C.  A.  carried  on  by  the 
young  ladies,  meeting  on  Wednesday.  These  associations 
have  their  own  well  furnished  rooms  in  the  main  college 
building.  Representatives  of  these  organizations  meet  new 
students  at  the  opening  of  the  term  and  young  people  com- 
ing to  the  college  for  the  first  time  receive  cordial  greetings 
from  the  members  who  are  always  glad  to  furnish  any  infor- 
mation required  and  to  render  any  other  aid  possible  in 
making  the  life  of  the  new  student  pleasant.  Many  young 
people  through  the  work  done  in  these  organizations  have 
come  to  appreciate  the  responsibility  of  Christian  culture 
in  college  life.  Each  organization  holds  a  reception  at  the 
opening  of  the  college  year. 

Student  Volunteer  Band 

An  organization  of  student  volunteers  conducts  courses 
in  mission  study  and  stimulates  active  Christian  work  in 
connection  with  the  various  churches  of  the  city. 

Alumni  Association 

The  students  who  have  completed  the  work  required  in 
the  different  departments  of  the  college  have  formed  them- 
slves  into  the  Alumni  Association.  This  association  is  al- 
ready making  itself  felt  through  its  loyalty  to,  and  work  for 
the  college.  The  annual  meeting  is  held  during  commence- 
ment week  and  it  has  come  to  be  a  custom  for  the  Alumni 
and  students  to  hold  a  picnic  at  Storm  Lake  during  the 
Chautauqua  season. 
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Oratorical  Association 

This  organization  is  maintained  to  create  an  interest 
among  the  students  in  public  speaking,  to  conduct  the  pre- 
liminary for  the  contest  in  the  State  Oratorical  Association, 
to  which  the  college  belongs,  and  to  coach  the  representa- 
tives of  these  departments  for  their  contests. 

Literary  Societies 

Two  Literary  Societies  are  maintained  by  the  student 
body,  the  Franklin  and  the  Star.  These  are  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  literary  culture,  skill  in  debate,  oratory, 
reading,  writing,  and  parliamentary  practice.  In  the  State 
Oratorical  contest  held  at  Morningside  March  1,  1918,  the 
college  orator,  Miss  Dewey  Deal,  took  first  honors,  $100  in  a 
prize  and  the  appointment  from  the  Iowa  State  Oratorical 
Association  to  the  Inter-state  contest  to  be  held  in  Topika, 
Kansas,  April  18. 

Debates 

The  annual  Inter-Society  debate  has  come  to  be  a  prom- 
inent feature  of  the  college  life.  A  friendly  rivalry  has  ex- 
isted between  the  two  societies  for  the  possession  of  a 
trophy  cup.  This  year  the  S.  A.  Ensign  cup  was  won  for 
the  first  time  by  the  Franklin  society. 

A  triangular  Inter-Collegiate  debate  was  held  during 
the  past  year  with  Central  College  and  Ellsworth.  The 
affirmative  team  consisting  of  Messrs.  Ensign,  Marousek, 
and  Brown  debated  at  home  and  won  3-0.  The  negative 
team,  composed  of  Messrs.  Drury,  Parkhill  and  White  de- 
bated at  Ellsworth  and  won  3-0.  This  was  a  complete  vict- 
ory. 

Athletics 

The  control  of  athletics  is  vested  in  a  committee  com- 
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posed  of  three  members  of  the  faculty  together  with  the 
officers  of  the  College  Athletic  Association.  The  students 
of  the  college  have  taken  a  deep  interest  in  all  athletics.  The 
possession  of  an  Athletic  Park  on  the  lake  shore  gives  op- 
portunity for  the  development  of  all  sorts  of  acquatic  sports. 
Clean,  manly  sports  are  approved  by  the  faculty  and  by 
those  interested  in  the  institution. 


PUBLICATIONS 


A  Bulletin  is  edited  by  a  committee  of  the  faculty  and 
published  monthly  in  the  interests  of  the  college  and  of  high- 
er education.  To  this  end  an  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  con- 
stituency of  the  college  acquainted  with  all  news  of  general 
interest,  to  inform  the  public  of  the  facilities  and  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  college  and  to  create  an  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  a  college  education.  It  will  be  sent  regularly  upon 
application  to  any  address  free  of  charge. 

The  Catalogue  is  one  of  the  spring  numbers  of  the  Bul- 
letin series,  and  is  a  general  prospectus  of  the  college  and 
its  various  departments  of  instruction  and  the  courses  of- 
fered therein. 

The  Tack  is  edited  by  the  students  and  published  semi- 
monthly. Its  functions  are  to  record  the  local  news  of  the 
college  life  and  to  create  proper  student  sentiment  through 
its  editorial  columns. 

The  Rudder  is  an  annual  publication  edited  by  the  Jun- 
ior class.  In  nature  and  purposes  it  does  not  differ  material- 
ly from  similar  publication  in  other  colleges.

Endowment  Memorials  may  be  established  on  a  mini- 
mum basis  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Student  Scholarship  Memorials  may  be  established  on 
the  basis  of  a  minimum  of  $500.00  and  the  following  memor- 
ials have  been  established.  Only  the  interest  on  the  amount 
given  is  used  and  the  memorial  appears  in  the  catalogue 
each  year.  It  makes  a  most  fitting  monument  and  we  shall 
be  glad  to  have  others  added  to  those  already  established.

The  Bradford  Debating  Cup  offered  by  Mr.  S.  C.  Brad- 
ford of  Des  Moines,  was  won  by  the  Star  Society  three  years 
in  succession  and  as  a  result  is  in  their  permanent  posession. 

The  Faville  &  Whitney  Debating  Cup  offered  by  Mr.  F. 
F.  Faville  and  Mr.  A.  L.  Whitney  was  won  by  the  Franklin 
Society  and  remains  in  their  possession. 

The  Blayney-Ross  Debating  Cup  offered  by  Prof.  E.  F. 
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Blayney  and  F.  B.  Ross  as  a  prize  in  the  inter-society  debate 
was  permanently  won  by  the  Star  Society  in  1915. 

The  S.  A.  Ensign  Debating  Cup  offered  by  Mr.  S.  A.  En- 
sign of  Storm  Lake  in  1915-16  will  become  the  trophy  of  the 
Society  winning  the  Inter-Society  debate  three  years  in  suc- 
cession. 

Annual  Prize  by  Class  of  '07.  The  class  of  1907  offers 
two  annual  prizes  of  ten  dollars  each  for  the  best  scholar- 
ship in  Freshman  English  and  in  Freshman  Latin. 

Temperance  Oratorical  Contest,  $25.00.  The  Board  of 
Temperance  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  of- 
fers an  annual  cash  prize  of  $25.00,  to  be  given  as  one  prize 
or  distributed  as  the  faculty  may  decide. 

The  Countermine  Gold  Medal  Prize.  Rev.  J.  W.  Count- 
ermine, D.  D.,  of  Battle  Creek,  offers  a  gold  medal  to  the 
young  man  of  the  Freshman  class  who  excels  in  an  original 
oration  on  a  theme  dictated  by  the  donor. 

The  Preliminary  to  the  State  Oratorical  Contest.  The 

class  of  1910  offers  twenty-five  dollars  to  the  winner  of  first 
place  in  the  preliminary  contest  and  expenses  paid  to  the 
State  Contest  to  the  person  winning  second  place. 

Prizes  will  be  provided  by  the  Oratorical  Association  for 
all  other  contests. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS 


Honor  Scholarships 

We  offer  to  first  honor  graduates  of  accredited  high 
schools  in  Iowa  an  Honor  Scholarship,  good  for  one  year.  It 
entitles  a  student  to  tuition  in  the  collegiate  department 
only. 

Labor  Scholarships 

All  the  labor  about  the  college  buildings,  such  as  janitor 
work,  etc.,  is  done  by  the  students  and  Labor  Scholarships 
are  given  in  return  for  such  labor.  The  above  scholarships 
entitle  students  to  tuition  in  any  department  except  Music 
and  Oratory. 

Memorial  Scholarships 

Friends  have  established  scholarships  by  endowming 
them.  The  income  from  such  is  to  be  used  in  assisting 
worthy  students  to  secure  an  education.  These  scholarships 
entitle  a  student  to  tuition  in  the  Collegiate  department  only. 


GOVERNMENT 


Student  Council 

The  student  council  is  organized  under  a  constitution 
for  self  government,  wherein  representatives  from  each  of 
the  classes  and  the  two  faculty  members  on  discipline  con- 
stitute "The  Student  Council"  which  constantly  oversees  stu- 
dent deportment  and  has  the  power  of  discipline.  Under 
this  arrangement  and  control  few  cases  of  misdemeanor 
have  occurred. 
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THE  DEAN  OF  WOMEN 


Miss  Alice  E.  Wilcox 


The  Dean  of  Women  has  special  charge  of  the  comfort 
and  welfare  of  the  young  women  of  the  College.  She  will 
recommend  boarding  places,  see  that  students  who  are  ill 
are  put  under  proper  care,  aid  those  who  wish  to  earn  their 
own  way  through  college,  and  render  such  other  assistance 
and  advice  as  she  can.  She  keeps  a  list  of  homes  for  young 
women,  where  house  rules  as  to  hours,  company,  etc.,  are 
observed. 

Moral  and  Religious  Culture 

Buena  Vista  College  believes  that  a  true  education  con- 
sists in  the  development  of  morals  and  religion  as  well  as  in- 
tellect, and  that  there  is  nothing  that  will  accomplish  this 
end,  but  a  proper  knowledge  and  recognition  of  the  Bible. 
Consequently  all  students  are  required  to  give  one  period  a 
week  to  Bible  Study,  unless  for  some  satisfactory  reason 
they  are  excused  by  the  President  or  Dean.  This,  together 
with  daily  chapel  exercises,  the  students'  prayer  meeting, 
Bible  Study  classes  and  the  influence  and  example  of  a  Chris- 
tian faculty,  devolps  the  moral  and  religious  side  of  student 
character. 

From  time  to  time,  special  addresses  on  various  sub- 
jects are  given  in  connection  with  the  chapel  devotionals  by 
members  of  the  faculty  and  other  speakers  who  are  asked 
to  visit  the  college  and  address  the  student  body.

Lecture  Course 

The  Sudent  Council  finances  and  controls  the  winter 
course  of  lectures  and  entertainments  for  the  college  and 
city,  and  has  presented  an  excellent  list  the  past  year.  It 
was  composed  of  the  highest  talent  throughout.  The  Schu- 
mann Quintett,  Marie  Meyer,  The  Irish  Players,  and  Jane 
Dillon  gave  variety  and  interest  not  excelled  in  any  previous 
course. 


GRADES  AND  EXAMINATIONS 


Reviews  and  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each 
semester  or  oftener  if  the  instructors  so  choose.  The  sem- 
ester's record  is  made  up  from  the  daily  recitations  and 
these  examinations.  An  unexcused  absence  from  a  recita- 
tion means  a  failure  for  that  recitation.  All  assigned  les- 
sons omitted  for  whatsoever  reason  must  be  made  up. 
The  standing  of  each  student  is  reported  to  parents  each 
semester,  or  oftener  if  the  work  being  done  is,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  faculty,  unsatisfactory.     The  system  used  in 
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grading  the  work  of  students  has  been  changed  to  conform 
with  modern  usage. 

Explanation 

I.  The  marks  used  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  shall  be  "A," 
"B,"  "C,"  "D,"  "E,"  "Cond."  for  conditioned;  and  "F"  for  failure. 

II.  "A"  is  a  mark  of  high  distinction  to  be  given  to  the  very 
small  portion  of  students,  in  the  long  run  not  exceeding  5  per  cent, 
whose  work  approaches  perfection  or  may  be  considered  as  approxi- 
mately the  best  that  can  be  expected  of  any  student. 

"B"  is  given  for  superior  work  plainly  above  the  average,  about 
20  per  cent  in  the  long  run. 

"C"  is  given  for  average  work.  In  the  long  run  approximately 
50  per  cent  of  the  students  should  receive  this  mark. 

"D"  is  given  for  work  below  the  average  but  still  unquestionably 
above  the  passing  grade,  about  20  per  cent  in  the  long  run. 

"E"  is  a  low  passing  mark  and  implies  poor  work  not  quite  de- 
serving the  mark  failed. 

"Conditioned"  shall  mean  a  conditional  pass,  credit  being  given 
and  a  mark  of  "D"  or  "E"  substituted  upon  fulfillment  of  the  condi- 
tion imposed  by  the  department. 

III.  Note  1.  The  term  "average"  is  used,  not  as  the  average  of 
any  one  class,  but  as  the  amount  of  work  within  the  power  of  a  normal 
student  according  to  the  standard  of  the  instructor. 

Note  2.  In  a  single  given  class  the  grades  may  fall  far  below 
or  rise  far  above  the  average,  but  in  the  course  of  years  and  for  large 
numbers  of  students,  the  above  ratios  should  be  closely  approximated. 

Note  3.  These  marks  are  to  be  understood  strictly  as  defined 
above  and  are  not  to  be  interpreted  upon  a  percent  basis. 

Note  4.  A  general  average  of  "D,"  however,  is  required  for 
graduation. 

Rules  Governing  Absences 

These  rules  with  changes  up  to  date  are  posted  on  the 
bulletin  board  at  the  beginning  of  each  semester. 
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EXPENSES 


Because  of  the  location  of  the  college  there  is  little  to 
increase  the  cost  of  attendance  over  actual  necessities.  An 
education  can  be  secured  here  for  much  less  than  it  may  cost 
in  many  other  schools.  The  trustees  have  sought  without 
sacrificing  quality,  to  bring  the  expenses  connected  with  col- 
lege attendance  within  the  reach  of  young  men  and  women 
who  earnestly  desire  the  advantages  of  a  college  course  and 
yet  who  must  seriously  consider  the  cost.  Young  men  find 
no  difficulty  in  securing  convenient  rooms  and  board  in  stu- 
dent's clubs  and  private  families  at  a  cost  of  from  $4.50  to 
$5.00  per  week.  Students  may  rent  rooms  and  board  them- 
selves, and  lessen  very  materially  this  amount. 


SELF-SUPPORT 


A  number  of  students  can  earn  part  of  their  expenses 
by  working  in  the  homes  and  business  houses  of  Storm 
Lake. 

The  college  employs  a  limited  number  in  the  following 
work ;  Janitor  work,  office  work,  and  work  on  the  Bulletin. 
The  faculty,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  lend  their 
assistance  in  securing  employment  for  student  labor.  The 
people  of  Storm  Lake  are  ready  to  offer  such  opportunities 
to  college  boys  and  girls ;  but  after  all,  each  student  needs  to 
be  on  the  alert  and  to  perform  efficiently  every  task  secured. 

It  is  a  fact  of  common  observation  that  students  so  em- 
ployed stand  high  in  the  class  room  work  and  in  the  social 
life  of  the  school.  The  faculty  however,  urgently  advises 
parents  to  give  their  young  people  the  necessary  financial 
support  so  that  the  entire  time  of  the  student  can  be  de- 
voted to  the  work  of  the  college. 
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TUITION  AND  FEES 


Tuition  rates  are  moderate.     (See  schedule.) 

Tuition  is  payable  at  the  opening  of  each  semester,  in 
advance.  In  the  Academic,  Normal,  and  Collegiate  depart- 
ments a  rate  of  $2.00  per  week  will  be  made  when  this  will 
be  less  than  for  a  semester,  and  in  the  Commercial  depart- 
ment a  rate  of  $2.50  per  week  will  be  made.  When  students 
are  required  to  be  absent  for  one-half  a  semester  on  account 
of  sickness,  credit  for  tuition  paid  for  that  half  semester 
will  be  made  on  the  tuition  of  the  following  semester. 

A  reduction  of  fifty  per  cent  is  made  on  tuition  to  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  and  children  of  ministers,  except  in 
the  Art,  Musical,  Elocutionary,  and  Commercial  depart- 
ments.

FOUNDATION  COURSES 


Law 


Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity and  with  the  Iowa  State  University  and  through  it 
with  other  universities  whereby  good  students  can  take  the 
preliminary  Arts  course  in  Buena  Vista  College  and  then 
be  transferred  to  the  Law  courses  on  full  credit.  This  col- 
lege will  then  give  the  A.  B.  degree  on  the  completion  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  collegiate  credits  or  the  equivalent  in 
the  university.  The  Law  degree  will  then  be  conferred  by 
the  university  on  completion  of  the  combined  courses  of 
Liberal  Arts  and  Law.  During  residence  in  Buena  Vista  Col- 
lege the  student  will  have  the  advantage  of  the  special  ad- 
justments made  for  his  course  of  study  as  shown  in  the  sug- 
gested outline  for  the  law  student.  Political  Science,  Econ- 
omics, Social  Science,  History  and  Forensics  are  all  given 
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special  emphasis.  Storm  Lake  is  a  County  Seat  and  the 
helpful  suggestions  of  local  lawyers  will  also  be  of  great 
advantage. 

Medicine 

The  courses  in  Chemistry,  Biology,  Physics,  Psychology 
and  other  Pre-medical  studies  have  been  arranged  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  combined  Arts  and  Medical  curri- 
culum of  the  University.  Any  student  of  strong  average 
grade  will  have  no  difficulty  in  passing  from  the  courses 
taken  in  Buena  Vista  College  to  the  similar  ones  of  the 
University.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  that  effect 
and  will  be  operative  in  all  cases  dating  from  the  present 
year.    A  suggested  outline  is  presented  below. 

Theology 

The  attention  of  all  students  expecting  to  enter  the 
Ministry  is  called  to  the  courses  in  Bible,  Christian  Evi- 
dences, Theism,  Comparative  Religions,  Philosophy,  So- 
ciology, Education  and  Science  which  will  fit  them  for  en- 
trance to  any  Theological  Seminary  with  excellent  equip- 
ment. The  suggested  outline  issued  in  this  connection  is 
excellent.  The  Christian  College  is  the  preliminary  training 
school  of  the  Church. 

Education 

A  major  course  including  Psychology,  Principles  of 
Education,  History  of  Education,  School  Management, 
Methods  of  Education  and  all  other  subjects  required  by  the 
State  Board  of  Educational  Examiners  for  the  five  year 
first  grade  State  Certificate  is  offered.  The  college  is  ranked 
as  an  accredited  institution  by  the  State  Board  of  Education- 
al Examiners.  Its  graduates  have  received  the  highest 
consideration  by  school  boards  and  by  the  public.  The 
college  also  offers  a  two  year  course  in  both  Education  and 
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Home  Economics  approved  by  the  State  Board.  On  com- 
pleting this  course,  students  are  entitled  to  receive  the  pre- 
liminary third  grade  State  Certificate.  Both  of  the  above 
certificates  are  granted  by  the  State  Board  without  exam- 
ination. 

Social  Workers  Course 

The  great  emphasis  laid  today  upon  the  usefulness  of 
the  Social  Work  demands  attention  from  the  colleges. 
Buena  Vista  has  decided  to  call  attention  to  this  modern  in- 
terest. An  outline  of  the  topics  pertinent  to  this  calling  will 
be  noted  in  the  following  pages.  The  Social  Sciences  and 
other  lines  of  preparation  are  given  special  prominence. 

Missions 

The  volunteer  missionary  student  will  find  here  that 
the  interests  of  that  field  have  found  expression  in  the  cur- 
riculum. A  course  of  study  best  intended  to  prepare  for 
this  arduous  task  is  suggested.  The  Pre-medical  curriculum 
will  be  open  to  all  students  expecting  to  enter  the  work  of 
medical  missionary.  The  requirements  will  be  the  same  as 
those  for  the  medical  students.  The  courses  in  Bible  will 
be  of  the  highest  value  to  this  course. 

Secretarial  Work 

It  is  an  age  of  great  activities.  The  private  secretary  is 
in  demand  on  all  sides  of  the  business  problem.  Buena 
Vista  College  has  equipped  herself  to  prepare  the  student 
for  this  line  of  important  work.  The  outline  gives  a  promi- 
nent place  to  all  of  those  special  studies  required  of  the  priv- 
ate secretary  or  of  the  business  office.  Commercial  Law, 
Accountancy,  Bookkeeping,  Stenography  and  Typewriting, 
Business  Correspondence  and  like  topics  are  offered. 
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Business 

The  complex  system  of  modern  business  presupposes 
a  good  course  training  in  order  to  succeed.  The  suggested 
topics  in  this  line  meet  that  demand.  These  subjects  are 
given  the  same  rank  and  credit  as  any  others  in  the  general 
curriculum.  The  credits  are  on  the  same  level.  The  course 
leads  to  the  A.  B.  degree  and  will  receive  the  approval  of 
other  institutions.

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TERMS  OF  ADMISSION 


All  candidates  for  admission  must  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  good  moral  character;  those  who  have  been 
identified  with  other  colleges  must  present  certificates  of 
honorable  dismissal. 

Students  may  be  admitted  to  Buena  Vista  college  by  any 
of  the  following  methods:  (1)  by  completing  one  of  the 
courses  in  Buena  Vista  College  Academy;  (2)  by  presenting 
a  certificate  showing  thirty  semester  credits  of  acceptable 
work  completed  in  an  accredited  high  school  or  academy; 
(3)  by  presenting  credits  or  a  certificate  from  some  other 
college  in  good  standing;  (4)  by  taking  an  examination  in 
the  subjects  required  for  admission.  No  person  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  advanced  standing  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
senior  year. 

Those  seeking  admission  by  certificate  should  secure 
blanks  from  the  college;  these  blanks  should  be  filled  out 
fully,  signed  by  the  principal  or  superintendent  of  the  high 
school  or  academy  where  credits  are  recorded  and  returned 
to  the  registrar  at  least  one  week  before  the  opening  of  the 
college  in  September.  Candidates  from  accredited  schools 
may  take  examinations  in  the  subjects  for  which  acceptable 
credits  are  not  presented.  Entrance  examinations  are  held 
on  the  Monday  preceeding  registration  day. 

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  of  Buena  Vista 
College  candidates  must  offer  a  total  of  thirty  semester 
credits  from  the  following  list: 

Language — Minimum  four  credits.  Latin,  German, 
French,  Greek,  any  language  must  have  two  years  credit  to 
be  accepted  for  entrance.    Maximum  eight  credits. 
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History — Minimum  two  credits.  Ancient,  Medieval  and 
Modern,  English,  American  (after  Ancient),  Civics,  Econom- 
ics.   Maximum  eight  credits. 

Mathematics — Minimum  five,  maximum  eight  credits.

Science — Minimum  two,  maximum  eight  credits. 
Physics  (preferred),  Zoology,  Botany,  Physiography,  Phys- 
iolgy,  Chemistry. 

English — Minimum  six,  maximum  eight  credits. 
Composition,  Rhetoric,  English  Literature,  American  Lit- 
erature. Uniform  College  Entrance  Requirements  in 
Classics.

Degrees 


On  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  the  Board  of 
Trustees  awards  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  to  those  who 
have  gained  one  hundred  and  twenty  credits  fulfilling  the 
requirements  of  any  accepted  group,  except  group  XI,  and 
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the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Home  Economics  to 
students  majoring  in  group  XL  One  credit  in  Bible  is  re- 
quired for  each  semester  in  attendance. 

Honors 

On  graduation  from  college,  the  distinction  of  "Magna 
cum  Laude"  is  conferred  for  a  grade  of  three-fourths  A's. 
That  of  Cum  Laude  for  one-half  A's. 

The  Group  System 

Beginning  with  the  Academic  year  1903-4  the  courses 
of  study  were  arranged  according  to  the  group  system, 
which  in  recent  years  has  been  adopted  by  many  institutions. 
The  studies  are  arranged  in  various  groups,  in  each  of  which 
there  is  one  leading  subject  called  Major  and  correlated 
subjects  called  Minors. 

Collegiate  Department 

In  the  Major  twenty-four  credits  are  to  be  secured,  one 
recitation  per  week  in  a  subject  for  a  semester  giving  one 
credit.  See  the  topic,  "Terms  of  Admission'  for  the  prepara- 
tory work  required  for  entrance  into  the  several  groups. 

The  required  subjects,  including  Majors  and  Minors, 
embrace  those  subjects  which  by  general  consent  must  be 
included  in  any  scheme  of  liberal  education.  Twenty-four 
credits  are  required  for  a  Major  and  twelve  credits  are 
necessary  for  a  Minor  subject.  One  hundred  twenty  credits 
are  required  for  graduation  and  one  recitation  per  week  in 
Bible,  is  required  of  all  students  during  each  year  of  their 
college  course.  Under  "Departments  in  Detail"  is  designat- 
ed in  what  year  each  topic  may  be  taken  as  an  elective. 

Each  student  is  required  to  pursue  one  Major  subject 
and  two  Minor  subjects  to  be  selected  from  groups  different 
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from  that  containing  the  Major  to  secure  the  designated 
number  of  credits  in  the  same. 

The  Majors  and  Minors  are  chosen  at  the  close  of  the 
Sophomore  year.  In  the  choice  of  a  Major  the  student 
should  confer  with  the  professor  in  charge  with  a  view  to 
planning  for  the  entire  group  of  courses  connected  there- 
with. 

This  grouping  as  planned,  is  then  filed  in  the  college  of- 
fice for  subsequent  reference  and  checking  of  credits  as 
obtained.  The  subjects  open  for  Major  work  are  as  follows: 
Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics,  German,  French,  Philosophy, 
Laboratory  Science,  Political  Science,  Education,  English, 
History,  Home  Economics,  and  Commerce. 

Those  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  may,  with- 
out examination,  join  any  class  for  which  they  are  prepared 
and  thus  pursue  a  partial  course.

In  the  following  pages  you  will  find  the  various  depart- 
ments of  instruction  outlined,  giving  the  subjects  taught  and 
the  length  of  time  given  to  each,  also  the  number  of  hours 
per  week  required  on  each  subject  and  credit  to  be  received. 
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BIBLICAL  INSTRUCTION 

Professor  Parkhill 


This  department  offers  four  distinct  courses.  This  ar- 
rangement has  been  adopted  in  order  to  avoid  the  duplication 
of  courses  and  consequent  repetition.  The  work  has  been 
so  outlined  and  extended  that  the  credits  gained  from  it 
will  receive  the  same  consideration  as  those  from  any  other 
department  in  the  entire  curriculum.  These  credits  will  al- 
so be  of  the  same  value  in  transfers  to  other  institutions. 
The  preperation  for  the  recitation  and  examination  are  as 
rigorous  as  for  other  studies.  The  entire  course  will  cover 
four  years,  one  hour  per  week.  The  first  year  is  employed 
in  the  study  of  The  Old  Testament,  the  second  in  the  study 
of  The  New  Testament,  the  third  in  the  study  of  The  Evi- 
dences of  Christianity  and  the  fourth  in  the  study  of  Theism 
and  Comparative  Religions.  This  course  will  be  of  great 
value  to  those  students  who  contemplate  the  study  of 
Theology  or  of  the  Mission  Field. 

1-2.  Freshmen  required.  "The  History  of  the  Hebrews,"  Sand- 
ers. The  Old  Testament  is  the  reference  and  source  book.  Careful 
attention  to  the  literature  and  history  of  all  of  the  books.  Two  sem- 
esters, two  credits. 

3-4.  Sophomore  required.  "The  Life  and  Teachings  of  Jesus," 
Kent.  The  New  Testament  is  the  reference  and  source  book.  The 
Acts,  the  Epistles,  Revelation  all  carefully  studied  and  analysed.  Two 
semesters,  two  credits. 

5-6.  Junior  required.  "The  Evidences  of  Christianity,"  Hop- 
kins. The  Aanalogy  of  Christianity  to  nature  and  to  man.  Both  the 
internal  and  the  external  evidences  are  considered  and  the  test,  "By 
their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 

7-8.  Senior  required.  "Theism,"  Flint.  This  course  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  usual  inferential  logic  of  the  argument  but  it  is  developed 
to  the  practical  daily  needs  of  the  Christian  life.  The  argument  is 
developed  by  the  most  approved  inductive-deductive  method  in  order  to 
demonstrate  the  validity  of  the  Theistic  inference. 

The  above  courses  taken  in  connection  with  the  Greek  offered  in 
another  place  will  prepare  the  student  for  more  efficient  work  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  or  in  the  study  of  Missions.  A  complete  cur- 
riculum for  the  Pre-Seminary  course  is  presented  below. 
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BIOLOGY 

Professor  Kingman 


1-2 — General  Zoology 

A  course  in  Animal  Biology  consisting  of  laboratory  work  and 
lectures.  Beginning  with  the  lowest,  the  various  classes  of  inverte- 
brate animals  are  taken  up  in  a  comparative  manner,  their  relation- 
ships pointed  out,  certain  types  of  each  studied  in  detail,  and  habits 
noted.  Text  Hegner's  College  Zoology  and  collateral  reading  assign- 
ments thruout  the  year.  The  work  of  the  second  semester  will  be  upon 
the  modifications  of  the  different  organic  systems  as  evidenced  in  the 
different  vertebrate  types,  viz.,  fishes,  amphibians,  reptiles,  birds, 
and  mammals.  Some  idea  of  the  local  fauna  will  be  gained  by  field 
trips  in  the  spring  months. 

Three  hours  lecture,  recitation,  and  quiz  with  four  hours  labor- 
atory a  week,  four  credits,  two  semesters.     Given  1918-19. 

3 — Invertebrate  Zoology 

The  course  deals  with  the  life  history,  habits,  economic  import- 
ance, comparative  anatomy  and  relationships  of  the  invertebrates. 
It  is  intended  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  of  animal  organization 
and  of  the  principles  of  classification. 

Two  hours  lecture  and  recitation  with  three  hours  laboratory  a 
week,  three  credits,  first  semester. 

4 — Vertebrate  Zoology 

The  study  of  selected  types  of  vertebrates  forms  the  basis  for 
a  comparative  point  of  view  to  be  fully  established.  Wiedersheim's 
Comparative  Anatomy  of  Vertebrates  is  the  text  used  in  recitation  and 
Pratt's  Vertebrate  Zoology  serves  for  a  guide  in  the  laboratory  for 
the  study  of  the  type  forms.  The  Skate,  Shark,  Necturus,  Turtle  and 
Pigeon  are  dissected. 

Two  lectures  and  recitation  periods  with  five  hours  laboratory 
a  week,  four  credits,  second  semester. 

5-6 — General  Botany 

A  course  designed  to  give  a  general  conception  of  the  plant  king- 
dom as  a  whole,  together  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  Biology. 
A  careful  study  is  made  of  the  morphology  of  a  series  of  typical  plants 
representing  the  principal  natural  groups  from  the  lowest  forms  to 
seed  plants,  with  special  reference  to  the  development  of  the  plant

kingdom.    The  student  is  also  required  to  become  acquainted  to  some 
extent  with  the  local  flora. 

Two  recitations  and  two  hour  laboratory  periods  a  week,  four 
credits.    Given  1918-19. 

7 — General  Bacteriology 

Primarily  this  is  a  laboratory  course  combined  with  lectures, 
readings  and  recitations.  In  the  laboratory  the  student  is  made  ac- 
quainted with  the  usual  bacteriological  technique,  such  as  the  prepar- 
ation of  culture  media,  cultivation  and  staining  of  bacteria,  study  of 
the  forms  of  bacteria  under  the  microscope,  study  of  the  physiological 
action  of  barcteria,  and  their  relation  to  foods,  sanitation  and  infectious 
diseases.  Such  matters  as  fermentation,  immunity,  and  the  control 
of  epidemics  will  also  be  considered.  This  course  is  designed  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  Department  of  Home  Economics,  and  will  be 
limited  to  six.  Elementary  Chemistry  or  Biology  is  a  necessary  pre- 
requisite. 

Eight  hours  a  week,  lecture,  recitation  and  laboratory,  four 
credits  first  semester. 

8 — Physiology  and  Hygiene 

The  plan  of  the  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  of  the 
normal  physiological  processes  of  the  human  body.  Special  attention 
is  paid  to  the  physiology  of  alimentation.  Parallel  with  the  study  of 
the  various  structures  of  the  body  the  subject  of  their  hygiene  is  tak- 
en up.  This  course  is  adapted  to  meet  the  demands  that  arise  in  the 
daily  life  of  the  student.  Texts:  Stiles  Physiology  and  Pyles  Per- 
sonal Hygiene.    Collateral  reading. 

By  special  arrangement  the  course  may  be  taken  without  the 
laboratory  but  will  not  apply  on  a  department  major  when  taken  in 
this  way.  Three  hours  lecture  and  recitation  a  week  with  one  three 
hour  laboratory  period,  four  credits  second  semester. 

9 — Microscopic  Technique 

Laboratory  work  in  the  preparation  of  animal  (or  plant)  tissue 
for  microscopical  study.  The  course  is  arranged  to  give  proficiency 
in  the  general  methods  of  preparation  of  material  such  as  killing, 
fixing,  dehydration,  staining,  sectioning  and  mounting.  After  the 
preparation  of  the  tissues  the  student  will  be  required  to  identify 
them. 

Prerequisites,  Biology  1,  2. 

10 — Vertebrate  Embryology 

This  course  is  closely  related  to  course  7.     The  embryological 
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processes  as  seen  in  the  various  vertebrates  are  followed  in  detail  in 
the  laboratory.  The  Amphibian  egg  and  larval  stages  are  first  stud- 
ied followed  by  work  on  the  chick  and  mammalian  embryo.  Two 
lectures  and  three  two  hour  laboratory  periods,  four  credits,  second 
semester. 

Prerequisite  Biology  1,  2  and  7. 

11 — Biological  Problems 

Special  topics  for  investigation,  either  in  the  field  laboratory  or 
library  may  be  assigned  to  advanced  students.  Credits  and  hours 
to  be  arranged. 


CHEMISTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Professor  Cummins  and  Assistants 

The  deparmtent  of  Chemistry  offers  a  series  of  courses 
covering  four  full  years  of  work.  The  industrial  applications 
of  chemistry,  its  present  day  demands  and  opportunities  are 
carefully  and  thoroughly  discussed. 

Although  a  great  deal  of  stress  is  laid  on  the  laboratory 
methods  of  doing  work,  the  way  work  is  carried  out  in  large 
manufacturing  establishments  is  at  the  same  time  investi- 
gated. A  new  supply  of  every  conceivable  chemical  re- 
quired by  the  most  modern  and  up  to  date  laboratory  is 
found  in  the  newly  built  stock  room.  This  stock  room  is  open 
at  all  times  to  students  desiring  to  do  research  and  carry  on 
special  investigations. 

A  chemistry  society  composed  of  those  interested  in 
chemical  investigations  has  been  organized.  It  is  the  pur- 
pose of  this  club  to  instill  a  desire  to  carry  on  new  work  and 
to  acquaint  the  members  with  the  new  literature  of  the  per- 
iod. Reports  of  new  happenings  both  chemical  and  science 
in  general  are  made  at  each  meeting  by  members  of  the  club. 
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1-2 — General  Chemistry 

This  course  is  designed  for  all  students  who  wish  to  gain  a  clear 
comprehensive  view  of  the  elements  and  constitution  of  matter. 

A  study  will  be  made  of  the  fundamental  principles  and  laws 
governing  the  action  of  atoms,  molecules,  chemical  equations,  ioniza- 
tion and  the  changes  that  matter  undergo.  The  common  elements, 
their  salts  and  compounds  and  general  reactions,  characteristics  of 
each  one  will  be  carefully  and  thoroughly  dealt  with.  The  first  part  of 
the  term  will  be  devoted  to  chemical  arithmetic,  learning  to  write 
reactions  of  every  type  and  the  solution  of  all  problems  dealing  with 
chemistry  changes.  The  uses  of  the  elements  and  their  compounds 
will  be  especially  emphasized  as  each  one  is  taken  up. 

Original  and  careful  notebooks  of  laboratory  work  will  be  required 
and  these  must  be  presented  from  time  to  time,  showing  the  progress 
of  this  phase  of  the  instruction.  Assigned  work  in  industrial  pro- 
cesses will  be  made  and  written  reports  required.  This  course  is  open 
to  all  students  and  consists  of  three  hours  of  lectures  a  week  and  four 
hours  laboratory  work. 

First  semester,  5  credits.     Second  semester,  5  credits. 
3 — Qualitative  Analysis 

A  qualitative  study  of  the  metals  and  acid  radicals,  will  be  con- 
ducted. Analysis  of  various  commercial  products  will  be  carefully 
dealt  with.  These  will  include  rubber,  alloys,  glass,  soils,  rocks,  silage, 
fertilizers,  baking  powders  and  foods  in  general. 

During  the  last  few  weeks  the  preparation  of  some  inorganic 
salts  will  be  carried  out.  Among  these  will  be  Ferrous  Sulphate,  one 
alumand  cuprous  chloride.  This  gives  the  student  an  idea  of  the 
commercial  way  compounds  are  manufactured.  The  text  book  will 
be  Prescott  &  Johnson  with  readings  assigned  in  Treadwell  &  Hall, 
Fresenius  and  other  recognized  texts. 

Two  hours  lecture  and  four  to  six  hours  laboratory  work  per 
week  are  required  although  at  the  discretion  of  the  instructor  labor- 
atory hours  will  be  changed  to  recitation  periods  and  visa  versa  ac- 
cording to  the  needs  of  the  class. 

Prerequisites  Chemistry  I.     Four  credits,  first  semester. 
4 — Quanitative  Analysis 

Standard  methods  of  volumetric  and  gravimetric  determinations 
of  simple  and  complex  salts  will  be  made,  followed  by  the  analysis  of 
numerous  commercial  and  common  substances  among  these  will  be 
soils,  soap,  gas,  water,  air,  iron  ores,  coal,  fertilizers,  bronzes,  clays 
and  numerous  foods  including  milk,  butter,  eggs,  etc.    The  course  is 
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designed  as  a  general  cultural  course  but  will  be  found  useful  and 
fundamental  for  those  specializing  in  chemistry  or  inddustrial  pro- 
cesses based  upon  chemical  principles. 

Two  lectures  per  week  and  six  hours  of  laboratory  work  together 
with  special  reports  will  be  necessary  for  the  completion  of  this 
course.  A  very  careful  and  original  laboratory  note  book  will  be  re- 
quired. 

Prerequisites  Chemistry  1  and  2.     Four  credits  second  semester. 

5-6 — General  Organic  Chemistry 

This  course  consists  of  a  study  relative  to  the  most  important 
and  characteristic  members  of  the  various  series  and  groups  of  carbon 
compounds  together  with  the  laws  and  theories  governing  their  ac- 
tion. In  the  laboratory  these  characteristic  compounds  will  be  made. 
During  the  year  not  less  than  25  will  be  required.  The  quantitative 
phases  of  organic  chemistry  will  be  especially  emphasized  and  the 
identification  of  several  compounds  made  by  this  method.  The 
quanitative  determination  of  the  constitution  of  organic  compounds 
will  be  carried  out  by  means  of  the  combustion  furnace.  A  determin- 
ation of  the  molecular  weights  of  some  compounds  will  be  conducted. 
Throughout  this  course  a  very  careful  and  original  laboratory  work 
will  be  required. 

Prerequisites — General  Chemistry. 

Two  lectures  per  week  and  six  hours  laboratory  work.  Four 
credits  first  semester.    Four  credits  second  semester. 

7 — Chemistry  of  Common  Life 

This  course  is  designed  largely  for  Home  Economics  Students 
but  will  be  equally  as  interesting  to  all  students  wishing  brief  course 
in  the  composition  and  use  or  application  of  common  life  articles. 

A  study  will  be  made  of  water,  milk,  lard,  bread,  cereals,  meats, 
spices,  extracts,  air,  dyes,  perfumes,  inks,  shoe  blacking,  cosmetics, 
paints  oils,  varnishes,  soap,  mucilage,  tooth  paste,  hand  lotion,  face 
powders,  cough  syrup,  freckle  salves,  cold  cream,,  stain  and  spot  re- 
movers, ink  and  stain  eradicals. 

Prerequiste — General  Chemistry. 

One  lecture  hour  per  week  and  two  hours  laboratory  work  re- 
quired.   Two  credits. 

Those  electing  to  take  Chemistry  for  four  years  may  substitute 
during  the  4th  year  in  two  of  the  courses.  One  of  each  being  offered 
each  term. 
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8 — Soil  Analysis  and  Agricultural  Chemistry 

This  course  makes  a  study  of  substances  agriculturaly  import- 
ant. A  study  of  soil  analysis  and  its  interpretation  as  to  how  to 
correct  soils  that  are  chemically  incorrect  will  be  extensively  carried 
out.  Feedng  of  cattle  for  marketing  and  domestic  purposes  will  be 
carefully  investigated. 

Lectures  and  laboratory  work  alternate. 

9 — Industrial  Chemistry 

This  course  will  be  conducted  along  industrial  and  commercial 
lines.  Several  articles  of  commerce  will  be  studied,  among  these  will 
be  the  manufacture  of  gas,  strawboard,,  paper,  cloth,  together  with 
dying  of  same,  leather,  sugar,  soap,  corn  syrup  and  its  various  com- 
pounds, explosives  as  used  today  including  nitroglycerine,  dynamite, 
forcite,  gun  cotton,  picric  acid  and  tri-nitrotoluol,  water  plants,  gas 
plants,  cement,  bid.  blocks,  ice  manufacture,  cold  storage,  soft  drink 
manufacturing,  ice  cream,  baking,  confectionery,  water  softening, 
creameries  and  sewage  disposal.  Trips  to  plants  similar  to  these  out- 
lined will  be  made. 

10 — Sanitary  Chemistry 

Municipal,  state,  and  federal  laws  governing  foods,  building  ma- 
terials, etc.,  will  be  studied.  A  survey  of  a  milk  supply  will  be  required 
for  a  thesis  in  this  subject.  Public  buildings,  their  constructions  and 
ventilation  will  be  discussed.

SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE  AND  ECONOMICS 

President  Olinger 


The  man  techincally  trained  for  business  is  in  demand 
today.  Business  is  becoming  more  complex,  and  only  the 
thoroughly  trained  will  command  responsible  positions.  The 
four  years  business  course  trains  not  for  clerical  work  but 
for  executive  positions. 

1-2 — Principles  of  Economics 

3  hours  weekly  throughout  the  year.    6  credits. 

In  the  beginning  course  in  Economics  the  purpose  is  to  reveal  the 
currently  accepted  principles  of  these  sciences  through  the  study  of 
existing  business  and  social  relations.  Text  books  are  used  but  are 
supplemented  by  lectures,  collateral  readings  and  discussions. 

3 — Money  and  Banking 

3  hours  one  semester  (alternate  years),  3  credits. 

A  study  of  the  forms  and  laws  of  money.  Special  attention  is 
directed  to  the  subjects  of  credit  and  banking,  the  money  market,  and 
foreign  exchange,  together  with  late  currency  legislation. 

4 — Corporation  Finance 

A  study  of  the  organization  and  financial  management  of  cor- 
porations. 

3  hours,  one  semester  (alternate  years),  3  credits. 

5 — Economics  of  Agriculture 

2  hours  (alternate  years),  2  credits. 

Attention  is  centered  upon  the  economic  aspects  and  problems  of 
present  day  American  agriculture.  Special  study  is  given  to  land 
tenure,  agricultural  credits  and  the  marketing  of  agricultural  products. 

6 — Labor  Problems 

2  hours,  one  semester  (alternate  years),  2  credits. 

A  thorough  discussion  of  the  chief  social  and  economic  questions 
arising  from  present  labor  conditions  and  the  principal  remedies  for 
them.    Second  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 
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7 — Insurance 

The  historical  development  and  economic  aspects  of  insurance. 
One  semester,  2  hours  (alternate  years),  2  credits. 

8 — Commercial  Geography 

The  raw  materials  of  commerce,  then  geographical  distribution 
and  economic  significance;  the  leading  industries;  the  stages  of 
production;  the  distribution  of  finished  commodities. 

One  semester,  2  hours  (alternate  years),  2  credits. 

9 — Principles  of  Sociology 

Given  in  alternate  years. 

A  survey  of  the  origin,  structure  and  organization  of  society,  the 
functions  of  the  various  social  groups,  the  relations  of  society  to 
heredity  and  environment,  a  general  theory  of  society. 

One  semester,  3  hours,  3  credits. 

10 — Social  Pathology 

Given  in  alternate  years. 

A  consideration  of  the  important  sociological  problems  of  the 
present,  such  as  Population,  Housing  Conditions,  Misery,  Pauperism, 
Crime,  Degeneracy,  Eugenics  and  Social  Reforms.  As  much  field  work 
will  be  done  as  time  permits. 

One  semester,  3  hours,  3  credits. 


BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 


1-2 — Principles  of  Accounting 

3  hours  throughout  the  year,  6  credits. 

The  theory  of  debit  and  credit  and  of  double-entry  bookkeeping 
will  be  reviewed.  Practice  in  simple  accounts,  controlling  accounts, 
balance  sheets,  statements,  and  partnership  accounting.  The  em- 
phasis throughout  will  be  on  principles.  The  course  is  not  only  for 
prospective  business  men,  but  for  all  who  handle  funds  or  manage 
property — on  the  farm,  in  the  home,  or  elsewhere. 
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3-4 — Theory  Accounting 

3  hours  throughout  the  year,  6  credits. 

Balance  sheets;  corporation  accounting-stocks,  bonds,  profits, 
surplus,  reserves;  advanced  forms  of  statements;  valuation  of  as- 
sets, depreciation;  cost  accounting  (receiving  special  emphasis);  the 
accountancy  of  investment. 

5 — Transportation 

3  hours,  one  semester,  3  credits. 

The  rise  of  modern  transportation  by  land  and  sea.  Ocean  trans- 
port; its  history,  terminals,  freight  and  passenger  services,  monopoly 
and  combination,  rates,  government  aid  and  regulation,  the  American 
merchant  marine.  Inland  waterways.  The  Panama  Canal;  its  rates 
and  traffic.  The  history  and  economics  of  railroads,  competition  vs. 
monopoly,  government  regulation  and  ownership,  European  and 
United  States  railroads. 

6 — Business  Efficiency 

3  hours,  one  semester,  3  credits. 

A  study  of  the  principles  and  methods  which  have  been  used  in 
modern  factories  and  shops,  based  on  records  of  experience.  Labor 
and  control  of  men,  wage  systems,  scientific  management,  some  ele- 
ments of  production  engineering,  training  for  efficiency.  Special  in- 
vestigations by  those  interested,  of  specal  types  of  factories. 

(Alternate  years.) 

7 — Business  Organization 

3  hours  throughout  the  year,  6  credits. 

Business  organization  partnership,  corporation,  departments  of 
a  business;  filing,  correspondence,  credit  and  collections,  purchasing, 
retailing,  selling  (introduction  only)  business  statistics.  Special 
studies  by  those  interested  of  special  types  of  business. 

8 — Salesmanship 

3  hours,  alternate  years,  3  credits. 

A  study  of  the  principles  and  practice  of  selling  and  sales  organ- 
ization, by  means  of  lectures,  recitations  upon  a  text,  assignments  in 
sales  planning,  and  class  demonstrations  in  salesmanship. 
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9 — Advertising 

3  hours,  alternate  years,  3  credits. 

The  theory  and  techinque  of  advertising  from  the  viewpoint  of 
the  seller.    Practice  work  in  copy  writing  and  planning-  of  advertising. 

10 — Commercial  Law 

3  hours,  alternate  years,  3  credits. 

Principles  underlying  the  law  of  contracts,  negotiable  instruments, 
agency,  partnerships,  business  corporations,  sales  of  personal  prop- 
erty, bailments  and  carriers,  guaranty  and  suretyship,  and  insurance. 

11 — Private  Secretarial  Duties 

3  hours,  3  credits. 

The  training  of  students  in  the  important  duties  and  practices  of 
private  secretary  to  business  and  professional  men  is  the  aim  of  this 
course.  A  bror.d  and  comprehensive  study  is  made  of  letter  writing, 
confidential  letters,  the  conducting  of  correspondence,  filing  and  sys- 
tematic arrangement  of  letters  and  papers,  keeping  of  newspaper 
clippings,  the  preparation  of  speeches  and  reports.  Interviewing,  the 
management  of  appointments  and  the  handling  of  callers  receive  care- 
ful consideration. 

12 — Business  Correspondence 

3  hours,  3  credits. 

This  course  is  a  training  for  the  development  of  expression  and 
the  use  of  clear,  distinct,  and  unambiguous  terms  in  letter  writing.  A 
thorough  study  is  made  of  the  various  kinds  of  letters  relating  to  all 
the  branches  of  business  covering  all  manner  of  inquiries,  settlements 
and  collections. 

13 — Office  Organization  and  Management 

3  hours,  3  credits. 

This  course  takes  up  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  inside  admin- 
istration of  a  business  as  directed  from  the  office.  Office  equipment 
is  considered,  covering  furniture,  old  and  new  office  appliances. 
Methods  of  fling  are  studied  for  each  department  of  business.  The 
office  force  receives  attention  from  errand  boy  to  manager,  summing 
up  such  qualities  as  would  make  for  efficiency. 

14 — Business  English 

3  hours,  3  credits. 

This  course  directs  special  attention  to  the  requirements  of  com- 
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position  in  the  business  office.     Drills  are  given  to  bring  out  con- 
ciseness and  effectiveness  in  writing. 

15 — Course  in  Journalism 

11-12     Journalism  throughout  the  year.  2  or  3  hours,  4-6  credits. 

Practice  in  newspaper  reporting,  in  editorial  work,  in  the  prep- 
aration of  special  articles,  and  in  other  forms  of  journalistis  writing. 
The  history  and  development  of  the  American  press.  Special  talks  on 
various  phases  of  journalistic  work.     Hour  to  be  arranged. 

1  Students  preparing  to  enter  the  advertising  or  managerial 
sides  of  journalistic  work  should  enter  the  commercial  course,  taking 
as  electives  subjects  calculated  to  bear  on  their  chosen  field.

7-8  Averaging  in  mathematics  and  investments  throughout  the 
year.  A  course  open  to  all  collegiate  students  but  especially  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  those  training  for  commercial  careers  and  for 
the  public  service.  It  includes  interest,  annuities,  the  extinction  of 
interest  bearing  debts  by  periodic  payments,  the  valuation  of  bonds, 
sinking  funds,  depreciation,  building  and  loan  associations,  probability, 
insurance,  averages,  and  statistics.

5.  Education,  philosophy,  psychology:  6  hours,  of  which  3  shall 
be  in  philosophy  or  psychology. 

C.  Major  Subjects.  Each  candidate  must  select  some  one  sub- 
ject as  his  major.  A  major  consists  of  courses  amounting  to  24  hours 
chosen  from  among  those  designated  by  a  department  and  approved 
by  the  faculty  of  the  college.  The  subjects  open  for  Major  work  are 
as  follows:  Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics,  German,  French,  Philosophy, 
Laboratory  Science,  Political  Science,  Education,  English,  History  and 
Home  Economics. 

D.  Minor  Subjects.  Each  candidate  must  offer,  in  addition  to  his 
major,  two  minors  of  12  hours  in  one  or  more  allied  subjects  desig- 
nated by  the  major  department  and  approved  by  the  faculty  of  the 
college.    At  least  8  hours  must  be  offered  in  one  subject.

Professor  Agnew 


1 — Grade  Methods 

A  study  of  methods  of  teaching  as  applied  specifically  to  the  sub- 
jects taught  in  the  grades,  with  observation  work.  Required  of  those 
taking   the  normal   course.     One   semester,   three   hours,   no   credit. 

2— Child  Study 

A  study  of  the  child  during  the  first  twelve  years;  its  physical 
and  mental  development  and  characteristics,  and  the  bearing  of  these 
facts  upon  educational  principles  and  practice. 

Second  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 

3 — General  Methods 

This  course  considers  practical  problems  in  teaching  with  a  view 
to  their  application.  Observation  work.  Required  of  both  the  two 
year  and  four  year  students.

4 — School  Management 

The  problems  of  organization  and  class-room  management  are 
considered  in  this  course.  The  practical  application  of  psychology  to 
the  subject  are  pointed  out.  Readings,  discussions,  observations  and 
reports. 

Second  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 

5 — History  of  Education 

A  study  of  educational  thought  among  early  peoples,  and  the 
ancient  classical  nations,  and  the  rise  of  Christian  education.  Re- 
quired of  all  candidates  for  certificates. 

One  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 

6 — History  of  Education 

The  development  of  education  from  the  rise  of  humanism  to  the 
present  time.    Required  of  all  candidates  for  certificates. 

One  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 
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7  and  (8) — Principles  of  Education 

The  fundamental  principles  underlying  the  educative  process. 
Prerequisite,  Psychology  1  and  (2).  Required  for  a  first  grade  state 
certificate.  Two  semesters,  two  hours,  four  credits.  Alternate  years, 
given  1918-19. 

(Even  numbers  denote  second  semester  courses.  Parentheses 
show  that  a  course  can  not  be  split.) 

9 — Educational  Psychology 

A  detailed  study  of  the  learning  process,  and  a  consideration  of 
the  educational  significance  of  such  problems  as  instinct,  memory, 
habit,  learning,  practice,  and  fatigue.  Prerequisite,  General  Psycholo- 
gy.   One  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits.    Given  1918-19. 

10 — Social  Education 

An  analysis  of  education  as  a  social  process.  An  attempt  is  made 
to  relate  education  to  vital  experience. 

One  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

Prerequisite,  Social  Psychology. 

Given  1918-9. 
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THE  STANDARD  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  FOUR  YEAR 
TEACHER'S  COURSE— ACCREDITED 


Graduates  of  the  four  year  college  course  are  entitled  to 
receive  the  First  Grade  State  Teacher's  Certificate  without 
further  examination.  The  college  course  must  include  four- 
teen hours  of  education  and  six  hours  of  psychology.  The 
following  courses  constitute  the  work  in  Education:

ENGLISH 

Professor  Wilcox 


The  purpose  of  this  department  is  two  fold :  to  develop 
facility  and  accuracy  in  the  use  of  the  English  language ;  to 
aid  the  student  to  an  appreciation  of  good  literature  by  a 
study  of  selected  masterpieces. 

Those  wishing-  to  major  in  English  should  take  Course  2,  and 
six  hours  beyond  the  required  courses,  1  and  2.  Those  taking  major 
work  in  this  department  will  consult  with  the  Head  of  the  department 
before  enrolling  for  junior  and  senior  work.  Students  wishing  a 
recommendation  from  this  department  for  the  teaching  of  English 
are  advised  to  take  Course  10. 

1 — Composition  and  Rhetoric 

An  effort  is  made  in  this  course  to  show  the  practical  value  of 
spoken  English;  to  make  students  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  person 
who  uses  correct  English  is  a  force  in  the  community.  Written  work 
is  also  required.  The  themes  of  the  students  receive  both  class  and 
individual  attention.  This  written  work  is  taken  up  under  four  dis- 
tinct heads;  description,  narration,  exposition,  and  argumentation. 
Required  of  all  freshmen.  Texts :  Wooley's  Handbook  of  Composition ; 
Brown  and  Barnes'  The  Art  of  Writing  English. 

A.  Description  and  Narration.  Representative  illustrations  will 
be  found  in  library  books  and  magazines. 

First  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

B.  Exposition  and  Argumentation.  Representative  writers  and 
current  topics  from  library  magazines  will  be  used. 

Second  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

2 — Literary  Forms 

Omitted  in  1918-19. 

Required  of  those  majoring  in  English. 

A.  The  history  and  principles  of  English  metre  will  be  studied. 
Modern  writers  as  far  as  possible  will  be  read  for  the  study  of  poetic 
forms.  A  short  time  will  be  spent  in  the  modern  drama.  Note  book 
required.     Text:  Gummere's  Handbook  of  Poetics. 

First  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

B.  Analysis  of  prose  selections  will  be  made.  Occasional  theme 
work  will  be  required.    Text:    Genung's  Rhetorical  Analysis. 

Second  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 
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3 — Victorian  Age 

Omitted  in  1918-19. 

Reading  and  interpretation;  assignments  and  reports;  papers  on 
topics  suggested  by  reading.    Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

A.  Tennyson. 

First  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

B.  Browning. 

Second  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

4 — The  English  Drama 

Offered  in  1918-19. 

Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

A.  A  study  of  the  development  of  the  English  drama  from  the 
earliest  Greek  period  through  the  Elizabethan  Age.  The  laws  of  the 
drama.  Representative  plays  from  each  period  of  its  development. 
Extensive  readings  and  reports.  Text:  Matthew's  The  Development 
of  the  Drama. 

First  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

B.  A  study  of  the  following  works  of  Shakspere:  Hamlet,  Love's 
Labors  Lost,  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  Richard  III,  Romeo  and 
Juliet,  Henry  V,  As  You  Like  it,  Twelfth  Night,  Othello,  King  Lear, 
Macbeth,  Coriolanus,  The  Tempest. 

Second  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

5 — Classicism 

Offered  in  1918-19. 

Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

A  special  study  is  made  of  Dryden  and  Pope.  Some  study  is 
made  of  their  contemporaries  in  poetry  and  the  drama.  Readings,  re- 
ports, discussions. 

Second  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 

6 —  Literary  Criticism 

Offered  in  1918-19. 

Open  to  juniors  and  seniors. 

A  study  of  the  laws  and  principles  of  literary  criticism  and  their 
application  to  various  masterpieces.  Criticism  by  master  critics 
studied  for  illustration.    Reports,  readings,  discussions. 

First  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 

7 — English  Literature 

A  general  survey  of  the  subject.    Required  of  all  students.    The 
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aim  of  the  course  is  to  make  clear  the  relation  of  the  writer  to  his 
own  age,  and  of  one  age  or  period,  to  another.  Each  age,  with  its 
characteristics  and  writers,  will  be  studied  as  a  unit.  Collateral  read- 
ings; note  book;  occasional  papers.  Texts:  Moodey  and  Lovett's  The 
History  of  English  Literature;  The  Century  Readings  in  English  Lit- 
erature. 

A.  From   Anglo-Saxon  to  Pope. 

First  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

B.  From  Pope  to  the  present  time. 
Second  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

8— The  Short  Story 

Offered  in  1918-19. 

The  short  story  as  a  distinct  literary  form.  Study  will  be  con- 
fined to  the  American  short  story. 

First  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

9 — American  Literature 

Offered  in  1918-19. 

A  general  survey  of  the  subject  will  be  made.  The  aim  of  the 
course  is  to  make  clear  the  relation  of  the  writer  to  his  own  age;  and 
of  one  age  to  another.  Each  age,  with  its  characteristics  and  writers 
will  be  studied  as  a  unit.    Collateral  readings;  and  note  book. 

Second  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

10 — Teacher's  English  Course 

Omitted  in  1918-19. 

This  course  includes  a  review  of  English  grammar;  a  study  of  the 
history  and  formation  of  the  English  language;  a  review  of  the  class- 
ics required  for  college  entrance;  the  methods  cf  teaching  elementary 
rhetoric  and  composition:  papers;  discussions;  and  some  practice  teach- 
ing. Text:  Lomer  and  Ashmun's  The  Study  and  Practice  of  Writing 
English. 

Two  semesters,  two  hours,  four  credits. 

11 — Journalism 

Practice  in  newspaper  reporting,  in  editorial  work,  in  the  prepar- 
ation of  special  articles,  and  in  other  forms  of  journalistic  writing. 
The  history  and  development  of  the  American  press.  Special  talks  on 
various  phases  of  journalistic  work.  Hour  to  be  arranged.  Text: 
Bleyer's  News  Paper  Writing  and  Editing. 

Two  semesters,  one  hour,  two  credits. 

12 — Advanced  Composition 

This  course  is  planned  to  help  the  student  to  write  effectively, 
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and  so  far  as  possible,  with  creative  power.  Attention  will  be  given 
to  oral  composition.  Weekly  themes,  impromptu  exercises,  and  re- 
ports on  assigned  subjects  will  be  required.  Recommended  to  students 
expecting  to  enter  inter-collegiate  contests. 

A.  Special  study  is  given  to  the  essay,  together  with  a  brief 
history  of  its  development. 

B.  Forms  of  public  address.    Special  study  is  given  to  the  ora- 
tion, together  with  a  brief  history  of  oratory. 

Second  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 


FRENCH 

Professor  Parkhill 


Open  to  students  of  any  year  in  college.  Less  than  two 
years  of  French  will  not  be  advised.  Less  than  one  year 
will  not  receive  credit.  The  methods  employed  will  be  in 
accord  with  the  demands  of  the  present  age.  As  high  an 
efficiency  as  possible  will  be  produced  in  the  writing,  reading, 
and  speaking  of  the  language. 

1-2.  Elementary  grammar.  Reading  of  several  easy  modern 
texts.  Standard  number  of  pages  translated.  Careful  attention  to 
pronunciation.  Use  of  the  phonetic  symbols  to  secure  accuracy. 
Practice  in  writing  and  speaking  in  connection  with  the  daily  exercises. 
The  entire  year,  three  hours  per  week,  six  credits. 

3-4  Review  in  grammar,  composition  and  conversation.  Transla- 
tion of  such  authors  as  Hugo,  Lamartine,  Daudet,  Maupassant  and 
others.  Standard  quantity  of  prose.  The  rapid  reading  of  many  se- 
lections should  develop  the  ability  to  read  at  sight  works  of  interest 
to  the  modern  student.  The  entire  year,  three  hours  per  week,  six 
credits. 

5-6.  French  Literature.  History,  Drama,  Fiction,  Selections  to 
illustrate  the  development  of  French  Literature  from  the  early  to  the 
modern  forms.  Corneille,  Racine,  Moliere  and  others.  The  entire 
year,  three  hours  per  week,  six  credits. 

7-8.  French  History  and  Philosophy  or  studies  in  Scientific 
French  with  Reviews  of  the  principal  authors. 

These  courses  will  meet  the  requirements  for  entrance  upon  pro- 
fssional  courses  elected  later  and  will  suffice  for  the  major  in  the 
college  course. 
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GERMAN 

Professor  Fracker 

1-2 — Reading  and  Composition 

This  course  presupposes  our  two  years  of  academy  work  and  con- 
sists of  advanced  composition  and  readings  from  the  classics. 
Two  semesters,  three  hours,  six  credits. 

3-4 — Present  Day  Writers 

Readings  from  present  day  writers. 
Two  semesters,  three  hours,  six  credits. 

5-6 — Electives 

For  these  years  is  offered  a  selection  from  the  following  courses 
which  each  cover  one  year,  three  times  a  week,  six  credits. 

1.  History  of  Germany  and  German  Literature  with  reading  of 
several  masterpieces. 

2.  Readings  in  modern  German  literature. 

3.  Life  and  works  of  Goethe. 

4.  Life  and  works  of  Schiller. 

5.  Teachers'   course  for  those  purposing   to  teach   German   in 
High  Schools. 

BEGINNER'S  COURSE 

7-8     This  is  a  course  for  collegiate  students  wishing  to  begin 
German. 

Two  semesters,  five  hours,  six  credits. 

9-10    A  course  in  Scientific  German.    This  course  presupposes  a 
knowledge  of  German  equivalent  to  course  7-8. 
Two  semesters,  three  hours,  six  credits. 
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GREEK 

Professor  Parkhill 


A  course  in  Beginning  Greek  is  open  to  freshmen.  A 
sufficient  quantity  is  demanded  to  secure  college  credit  ac- 
cording to  number  of  hours  taken.  This  provision  is  intend- 
ed to  meet  the  requirement  of  the  student  who  contemplates 
entering  the  Gospel  ministry.  It  will  insure  the  preparation 
for  the  New  Testament  Greek. 

The  entire  course  is  sufficient  to  present  a  major  if 
that  may  be  desired.  The  college  courses  leading  to  the  us- 
ual B.  A.  degree  are  as  follows: 

1-2.  Beginning  Greek,  The  grammar,  composition,  Anabasis, 
and  such  other  easy  selections  as  may  be  found  possible. 

3.  Homer.  Thelliad  is  read  and  the  study  of  the  ancient  liter- 
ature, history  and  mythology  of  the  Greeks,  first  semester,  three  hours, 
three  creits. 

4.  Pdato.  Apology  and  Crito  or  the  Phaedo.  A  study  of  ancient 
Greek  philosophy.     Second  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

5.  The  Greek  Orators.  Lysias,  Demosthenes  and  others.  The 
characteristics  of  Greek  Oratory,  first  semester,  three  hours,  three 
credits. 

6.  The  Greek  Drama.  Aeschylus,  Euripides,  Sophocles.  The 
character  and  history  of  the  Greek  Drama,  second  semester,  three 
hours,  three  credits. 

7.  The  New  Testament.  A  careful  study  of  the  grammar  of  the 
New  Testament  Greek  and  of  the  differences  from  the  classic  Greek, 
first  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

8.  Grecian  History  required  of  all  who  major  in  Greek,  second 
semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 
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HISTORY  AND  POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

Professor  Palm 


1-2— European  History  (476-1917) 

3  hours  throughout  the  year,  6  credits. 

An  economic  political  and  social  history  of  Europe  from  the  5th 
cent,  to  the  present  time.  Problems  of  today  are  explained  in  so  far 
as  they  relate  to  the  past.  All  phases  of  the  great  war  are  taken  up 
in  so  far  as  time  will  permit. 

3-4 — American  History 

3  hours  throughout  the  year,  6  credits.  (Alternate  years.) 
This  course  emphasizes  the  Economic  as  well  the  Political  and 
Social  side  of  American  His  troy. 

5-6 — History  of  England 

3  hours  throughout  the  year,  6  credits.  (Alternate  years.) 
This  course  emphasizes  the  Constitutional  side  of  English  Hist- 
ory (Important  for  students  specializing  in  History,  Political  Science 
or  Law.) 

7— European  History  (1815-1917) 

3  hours,  one  semester,  (alternate  years,)  3  credits. 
A  detailed  study  of  the  great  problems,  economic,  political  and 
social  which  have  confronted  European  Nations  during  the  last  100 


8 — European  History 

3  hours,  one  semester,  3  credits.     (Alternate  years.) 
European  Consolidation  and  Colonial  Expansion  in  the  17th  and 
18th  Century. 

9 — Principles  of  Research 

3  hours,  one  semester,  3  credits,  (alternate  years.) 
A  course  in  the  practical  investigation  of  historical  problems 
based  upon  extensive  work  in  standard  books,  periodical  literature 
and  other  material.  Especial  attention  given  to  reports,  book  review- 
ing and  criticism  of  material.  This  is  especially  valuable  to  those  in- 
tending to  pursue  graduate  work,  and  students  majoring  in  History 
are  strongly  advised  to  elect  it. 
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10-11 — American  Government  and  Politics 

3  hours  throughout  the  year,  (alternate  years,)  six  credits. 

A  study  of  the  development  organization,  powers,  limitations  and 
practical  working  of  the  National,  State  and  Local  government.  With 
special  attention  to  the  study  of  the  Government  of  the  State  of  Iowa. 

12 — American  Municipal  Government 

3  hours,  one  semester  (alternate  years,)  3  credits. 

The  growth  of  cities;  their  legal  and  social  status;  municipal  or- 
ganization in  the  United  States,  including  mayor  and  council,  commis- 
sion, and  city  manager  plans;  municipal  organization  abroad. 

13 — Modern  European  Government 

3  hours,  one  semester,   (alternate  years),  3  credits. 

The  political  systems  of  France,  Germany,  Austria-Hungary, 
Italy,  and  Switzerland;  constitutional  beginning;  political  organiza- 
tions; methods  of  legislation  and  administration;  constitutional  guar- 
anties for  the  protection  of  individual  rights. 

14 — Greek  History 

Rise,  Fall  and  Contribution  of  Grecian  History. 
One  semester,  3  hours,  3  credits. 

15 — History  of  Rome 

Rise,  Fall  and  Contribution  of  Roman  History. 
One  semester,  3  hours,  3  credits. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS 


Home  Economics  has  been  said  to  stand  for  the  utiliza- 
tion of  the  resources  of  modern  science  and  art  to  improve 
the  home  life.  The  home  is  the  woman's  realm  and  she 
should  run  her  household  on  scientific  and  artistic  principles. 
Home  Economics,  a  general  term  including  all  the  arts  and 
sciences  which  centre  about  the  home,  is  a  wide  field.  It  may- 
be divided  into  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art. 

Domestic  Science  includes  Chemistry,  Physiology  and 
Hygiene,  Bacteriology  and  Biology  in  their  relation  to  the 
home,  cooking  and  serving  of  meals;  the  preparation,  man- 
ufacture and  cost  of  foods,  dietetics,  home  nursing  and  in- 
valid cookery,  household  accounts,  household  sanitation,  etc. 

Domestic  Art  includes  the  study  of  textiles,  care  and 
repair  of  clothing,  sewing,  design  in  relation  to  house  fur- 
nishing and  dress,  hygiene  of  dress,  economics  of  dress,  etc. 

If  the  woman  is  to  be  trained  to  run  her  household  more 
intelligently  in  the  future,  teachers  must  be  trained  to  intro- 
duce these  subjects  into  the  school  curriculum.  Especially 
is  there  an  increased  demand  for  graduates  of  four  year 
courses  in  Home  Economics  as  teachers. 

1 — Domestic  Science 

1.  Food  Principles.  This  is  a  study  of  the  five  food  principles, 
their  occurrence,  chemical  composition,  the  principles  involved  in  their 
cookery,  their  digestibilty,  economic  and  dietetic  values,  desirable  com- 
binations; the  reasons  for  cookery,  and  the  history  of  the  evolution  of 
cooking  utensils  and  methods.  The  laboratory  work  consists  of  two 
hours  spent  in  experiments  illustrating  the  facts  given  in  class  and  in 
the  actual  preparation  of  foods.  Prerequisite  one  year  general  chem- 
istry. 

One  semester,  5  hours,  three  credits. 

2.  Food  Principles,  .continued. 

2nd  semester.    Laboratory  two,  2  hrs.  rec.  1  hr.,  3  credits. 

Prerequisites  D.  S.  3. 

One  semester,  five  hours,  three  credits. 
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3.  Foods — Advanced  Cookery.  Food  preservation,  a  review  and 
application  of  the  principles  outlined  in  Dom.  Sci.  1  and  2  with  more 
elaborate  processes.  The  history,  manufacture,  production,  composi- 
tion, cost,  economic  and  fuel  value  of  the  different  foods  are  empha- 
sized in  this  course. 

First  semester.    Laboratory  two,  2  hours,  rec.  1  hour,  three  credits. 

Prerequisites:  Dom.  Sci.  1  and  2,  General  Chemistry. 

4.  Foods.  Marketing,  preparation  and  serving  of  meals.  Pract- 
ice in  making  Menus  with  reference  to  the  season,  cost  availability  of 
foods,  combinations  and  fuel  value.  Actual  experience  in  marketing, 
preparation  and  serving  of  meals. 

Second  semester.  Laboratory  two,  2  hours,  rec.  1  hour,  three 
credits. 

Prerequisite:    Dom.  Sci.  3. 

Dietetics.  Prerequisite,  physiology  and  chemistry.  Thorough 
and  scientific  study  of  food  materials  in  their  relation  to  the  daily 
dietary  of  families  under  various  conditions;  influence  of  occupation, 
climate,  race,  age,  and  sex  upon  diet;  the  relation  of  dietetics  to  var- 
ious diseases;  the  feeding  of  children.  Advanced  cookery.  One  sem- 
ester, four  hours,  three  credits. 

Laboratory — Breakfasts,  luncheon  and  dinners  are  prepared  and 
served. 

One  semester,  five  hours,  three  credits. 

6.  Dietetics,  continued. 

7.  General  Bacteriology.  Eight  hours  a  week,  lecture,  recitation 
and  laboratory.  Four  credits.  First  semester.  For  description  of 
course  see  Department  of  Biology. 

8.  General  Physiology  and  Hygiene.  Three  recitations.  One, 
three  hour  laboratory  per  week.  For  description  of  course  see  De- 
partment of  Biology. 

10.  Home  Nursing.  Slight  illnesses  studied  where  the  service 
of  a  trained  nurse  is  not  required;  the  simplest  rules  and  remedies  to 
be  used  in  the  care  of  the  sick,  and  some  general  directions  regarding 
the  nourishment  that  should  be  given  during  convalescence;  care  and 
ventilation  of  the  room,  bathing,  dressing,  bandaging,  bed-making, 
lifting  helpless  patients;  remedies  to  be  used  in  the  case  of  emergencies 
while  waiting  for  the  physician;  the  care  of  children  with  reference  to 
their  feeding  and  clothing. 

One  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

11.  Theory  and  Practice.  The  working  out  of  the  relation  of  the 
subjects  of  instruction  included  in  a  complete  Home  Economics  course; 
the  planning  of  courses  for  the  grades  and  high  school;  necessary 
equipment,  the  management  and  care  of  the  department,  planning  and 
presenting  of  lessons.    Demonstrations  and  assisting  in  college  classes. 

One  semester,  two  hours,  two  credits. 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 


II — Domestic  Art 

1.  a.  Sewing.  This  course  is  primarily  for  the  student  who 
has  not  had  Domestic  Art  in  High  School.  It  includes  the  fundamental 
processes  in  elementary  sewing.  The  various  kinds  of  stitches,  seams, 
buttonholes,  etc.,  are  applied  to  practical  articles.  Household  mend- 
ing is  studied. 

First  semester,  laboratory  three,  two  hours,  three  credits. 

Note:  This  is  not  required  of  students  having  had  Dom.  Art  in 
High  School  but  every  one  is  advised  to  take  it.  Students  taking  the 
Four  Year  course  for  teachers,  who  have  not  had  the  High  School  work 
will  substitute  this  for  the  History  in  the  first  semester  of  the  Fresh- 
man year,  taking  the  History  in  the  Junior  year  in  place  of  the  elec- 
tive there. 

1.  b.  Sewing.  Alteration  and  use  of  commercial  patterns,  econ- 
omical cutting  of  material,  fitting  of  garments,  choice  of  material 
from  the  standpoint  of  economy  and  beauty,  simple  problems  in  cloth- 
ing design  are  studied.  These  principles  are  applied  in  the  making  of 
the  students  garments  in  the  laboratory. 

Second  semester,  laboratory  two,  two  hours,  recitation  1  hr.,  credit 
three. 

2.  Advance  Sewing.  A  study  of  costume  is  made  involving  the 
points  to  be  considered  in  the  planning  of  gowns,  as  the  selection  of 
materials,  color,  harmony,  line  and  proportion.  These  principles  are 
applied  in  the  problem  of  a  made  over  dress  and  a  spring  dress  of  light 
weight  material  made  from  the  students  own  design. 

Second  semester,  laboratory  two,  two  hours,  recitation  1  hour, 
credit  three. 

Prerequisite  Dom.  Art  1. 

3.  Elementary  Textiles.  A  study  of  the  various  textiles;  the 
evolution  of  spinning  and  weaving,  laundering,  dyeing  of  cotton,  wool, 
silk,  and  linen.  Suitability  of  textiles  to  household  purposes.  Compar- 
ison of  home  and  factory  made  clothing;  hygienic  factors  involved  in 
clothing;  economic  and  sociological  aspects  of  the  clothing  industry. 

Emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  identification  of  the  textile  materials 
as  to  price,  width,  name  and  weave. 

First  semester,  laboratory  one,  two  hr.,  recitation  2  hrs.,  credit 
three. 

4.  Advanced  Textiles.  This  course  is  primarily  for  the  student 
who  wishes  to  enter  a  textile  industry.  Present  day  problems  of  the 
textile  industries  are  studied  as  well  as  the  handling  of  the  textile 
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from  the  business  standpoint,  both  that  of  the  manufacture  and  the 
retailer. 

Second  semester,  laboratory  one,  two  hour,  recitation  2  hrs.,  credit 
three. 

Prerequisite  Dom.  Art  3. 

5.  Costume  Design.  The  application  of  principles  of  proportion 
and  line  to  the  figure,  color  combinations  and  tone  values,  applied  to 
hats,  costumes  and  accessories.  The  selection  of  costumes  suitable  for 
various  occasions  is  studied. 

First  semester.    Laboratory  one,  2  hours,  rec.  1  hour,  two  credits. 

6.  Household  Management.  The  historic  development  of  the 
house.  The  planning,  decoration,  furnishing,  management  and  care 
of  the  house. 

Second  semester.  Laboratory  two  2  hours,  rec.  1  hour,  three 
credits. 


Four  Year  Course  in  Home  Economics  for  Teachers 


This  course  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Home  Economics  and  the  graduates  are  entitled  to  the  First 
Grade  State  Teachers  Certificate  without  examination  by 
the  state.  Beside  the  required  work  in  Home  Economics 
and  allied  subjects,  6  hrs.  of  Psychology  and  14  hrs.  of  Edu- 
cation as  outlined  by  the  state  are  included.  Thus  with  the 
special  work  in  principles  of  Education  and  the  methods  of 
teaching,  the  student  is  thoroughly  equipped  to  teach  her 
chosen  subject.

Professor  Stahl 


1 — College  Algebra 

This  course  includes  the  use  of  the  graph,  progressions,  the  binom- 
ial theorem,  logarithms,  complex  numbers,  the  theory  of  equations, 
determinants,  series,  partial  fractions,  permutations,  combinations, 
and  probability.

2 — Trigonometry 

A  standard  course  covering  the  usual  topics  in  the  subject.  Many 
practical  problems.

3-4 — Analytic  Geometry 

Prerequisites,  courses  1  and  2. 

An  elementary  treatment  of  the  locus  of  an  equation;  the  study 
of  the  straight  line;  conic  sections;  an  introduction  to  the  geometry 
of  three  dimensions. 

Two  semesters,  three  hours,  six  credits. 

5-6 — Calculus 

Prerequisite,  coure  3. 

A  course  covering  differential  and  integral  calculus,  including  its 
simpler  applications  and  practical  illustrations. 
Two  semesters,  three  hours,  six  credits. 

7-8 — Averages  and  the  Mathematics  of  Investments 

A  course  open  to  all  collegiate  students  but  especially  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  those  training  for  commercial  careers  and  for  the 
public  service.  It  includes  interest,  annuities,  the  extinction  of  interest, 
bearing  debts  by  periodic  payments,  the  valuation  of  bonds,  sinking 
funds,  depreciation,  building  and  loan  associations,  probability,  in- 
surance, the  use  and  abuse  of  different  kinds  of  averages,  and  statis- 
tics. 

9 — Elective  Advanced  Courses 

Students  electing  to  continue  mathematics  beyond  theree  years 
may  select  from  the  following  courses: 

Advanced  Calculus — first  semester,  Differential  Equations — sec- 
ond semester. 

Advanced  Averages  and  the  Mathematics  of  Investments — first 
semester,  and  Advanced  Algebra — second  semester. 
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PHILOSOPHY  AND  PSYCHOLOGY 

Professor  Agnew,  Professor  Parkhill 


1  and  (2) — Psychology,  Agnew 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  psychol- 
ogy. First  semester,  a  study  of  the  physical  basis  of  mental  life  and 
of  sensory  experience.

4— Ethics,  Parkhill 

A  consideration  of  fundamental  moral  principles,  from  an  histor-  , 
ical  and  a  theoretical  stand-point,  and  of  the  application  of  these  prin- 
ciples to  practical  problems.    Not  open  to  freshmen  or  sophomores. 

Second  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

5 — History  of  Philosophy,  Agnew 

A  survey  of  Greek  philosophy  and  of  the  rise  of  Christian  thought. 
First  semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 

6 — History  of  Philosophy,  Agnew 

The  development  of  philosophical  thought  from  the  Middle  Ages 
through  the  nineteenth  century,  including  English  empiricism,  the 
problem  of  epistemology,  naturalism,  and  German  idealism.  Second 
semester,  three  hours,  three  credits. 
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PUBLIC  SPEAKING 

Professor  to  be  Selected 


1 — Elements  of  Vocal  Expression 

Voice,  Enunciation,  Pronunciation,  Platform  Deportment.  Con- 
fined to  the  elements  of  good  speaking  and  reading,  the  purpose  being 
to  get  voice  control,  poise,  directness. 

Prerequisite  to  courses  3  and  4. 

Two  hours,  two  semesters,  four  credits. 

2 — Argumentation  and  Debate 

Careful  study  of  principles  and  practice  of  argumentation  and 
debate,  devoting  the  first  semester  to  principles  of  argumenation  with 
laboratory  exercises  on  the  various  topics  covered,  and  spending  the 
second  semester  in  practical  oral  application  of  these  principles  and 
formal  debates.

4 — Extemporaneous  Speaking 

Informal  public  address.  Practice  in  speaking  for  various  occa- 
sions, after-dinner  speeches,  and  in  general,  speaking  "as  a  craft." 

Two  hours,  one  semester,  two  credits. 

5 — Intercollegiate  Debating  and  Coaching 

The  preparation  and  participation  in  an  inter-collegiate  debate. 
Training  of  debating  teams,  two  credits. 

6 — Lecture  Work 

Principles  of  lecturing  and  demonstrating.  Open  to  seniors  and 
Home  Economics  Department  only. 

One  hour,  one  semester,  one  credit. 

7 — Oratory 

Preparation  and  delivery  of  formal  orations. 
Two  hours,  one  semester,  two  credits. 
Eight  credits  for  a  degree  are  permitted. 
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PHYSICS 

Professor  Cummins  and  Assistants 


1 — Physics 

Mechanics,  Molecular  Physics  and  Heat. 

Stress  will  be  laid  on  Newton's  Law  of  Motion.  Law  of  Centripet- 
al Force,  Coefficient  of  elasticity,  Coefficient  of  Rigidity,  Moment  of 
Inertia,  Simple  Harmonic  Motion,  Determination  of  "G"  Charles  & 
Boyles  Laws.  Avogard's  Law,  Hygometry,  Calorimetry  and  Capil- 
larity. 

Prerequisites,  General  Physics  and  Trigonometry. 

Two  hours  lectures  and  recitations.  Four  hours  laboratory  work.

2 — Physics 

Electricity,  Sound  and  Light. 

Measurements  of  the  Horizontal  Component  "H"  of  the  earth's 
Magnetic  field;  measurement  of  a  current;  absolute  measurement  of 
potential  difference  and  resistance.  Comparison  of  resistance.  Electro 
magnetic  induction  or  plotting  of  a  simple  magneto  current,  mutual 
and  self  induction;  hystereris  etc.,  compromise  the  work  on  electricity. 

In  Light  and  Sound  the  following  experiments  will  be  made. 
Velocity  of  sound  in  air  and  gases  and  solids.  Measurement  of  focal 
length  of  lenses;  Measurement  of  angle  of  a  prism  and  index  of  re- 
fraction by  means  of  the  spectroscope  and  spectrum  analysis  with  the 
dispersion  curve  comprise  the  work. 

Prerequisites  General  Physics  and  Trigonomerty. 

Two  hours  lectures  and  recitations  with  four  hours  laboratory 
work  required.     Four  credits.     Second  semester. 

3-4 — Practical  Electrical  Testing 

A  systematic  course  of  instruction  in  electrical  testing  and  cali- 
brating a  Potentiometer  will  be  used  in  the  calibration.  This  course  is 
designed  as  a  complete  course  in  Electrical  Engineering  as  well  as 
Physics. 

Prerequisites  Calculus  and  Physics  I  and  II. 

Two  lectures  and  eight  hours  laboratory  work.  Six  credits  for 
one  year's  work.

5-6 — Advanced  course  in  Mechanics

Given  in  1919-20. 

The  individual  mind  in  relation  to  the  social  mind,  the  internation- 
al mind  and  world  democracy  will  receive  special  attention.  Normal 
social  phenomena  as  public  opinion,  principles  of  leadership,  democra- 
cy, customs  and  conventionality  will  be  studied;  also  abnoraml  social 
phenomena  as  the  mob-mind,  craze,  fashion  and  inovation.

1-2 — Beginning  Course

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  High  School  and  the  Consol- 
idated School  have  become  such  prominent  factors  in  the 
education  of  the  State,  Buena  Vista  College  has  dropped  the 
first  two  years  of  its  Academy  course.  The  third  and  fourth 
years  have  been  retained  in  order  to  provide  the  necessary 
Sub-Freshman  work  for  students  entering  before  completing 
the  full  High  School  course  or  who  may  have  college  entrance 
conditions  to  remove. 

Admission:  Students  who  give  satisfactory  evidence 
of  having  completed  the  studies  covered  by  the  eight  grades 
of  the  public  school  course  and  of  the  ninth  and  tenth  of 
the  high  school  will  be  admitted  to  the  third  year  classes. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

For  graduation  from  the  academy  thirty  credits  are  re- 
quired. A  credit  is  obtained  when  a  study  is  carried  for  one 
semester,  or  eighteen  weeks,  with  recitation  five  times  a 
week.  A  recitation  period  is  fifty  minutes  in  length.  A 
A  laboratory  period  equals  two  recitation  periods  in  lenth. 

The  following"  subjects  are  required  for  graduation,  viz. — 

Foreign  language Minimum  four,  maximum  eight  credits 

English Minimum  six,  maximum  eight  credits 

History Minimum  two,  maximum  eight  credits 

U.  S.  History  and  English  Grammar  accepted  only  if  taken  in  the 

third  or  fourth  year. 

Mathematics Minimum  five,  maximum  seven  credits 

Laboratory  science Minimum  two,  maximum  eight  credits 

The  remaining  seven  credits  are  electives.

Bible  Study 

Commercial  students  are  not  required  to  take  Bible 
study,  but  as  a  matter  of  business,  a  knowledge  of  the  Bible 
is  valuable,  hence  Commercial  students  are  urged  to  take 
regular  Bible  work  in  the  classes  that  are  organized  for  this 
purpose. 

Post  Graduate  Work 

Work  in  higher  accounting  and  reporting  will  be  given 
to  those  desiring  advanced  commercial  or  stenography  work- 
Bookkeeping 

This  work  is  divided  into  two  parts:  Preliminary, 
which  takes  from  three  to  six  months,  according  to  the  abil- 
ity of  the  student ;  and  Advanced  or  office  work  which,  as  a 
rule,  takes  the  average  student  three  months.  Some,  how- 
ever, complete  the  work  in  less  time. 

The  college  bank  gives  actual  practice  in  banking  which 
is  valuable  training  for  a  student  whether  he  expects  to  be 
a  banker  or  not. 

Commercial  Law 

In  this  subject  the  student  is  taught  the  common  every 
day  laws  governing  business  transactions.  In  this  course  the 
object  is  not  to  make  lawyers  of  students,  but  rather  to  give 
practical  information  on  points  of  common  law. 

Shorthand 

We  teach  the  Gregg  system  of  shorthand  which  is  rap- 
idly becoming  the  universal  system. 

Shorthand  offers  to  the  ambitious  young  man  or  woman 
of  today  many  advantages  that  are  worth  looking  after.  To 
the  young  woman  desiring  a  means  of  making  a  livelihood, 
a  knowledge  of  shorthand  and  typewriting  will  give  better

The  claim  of  the  Stenotype  Company 
that  students  can  learn  stenotypy  in  one  half  the  time  in 
which  shorthand  can  be  learned  has  been  verified  by  our 
students  for  the  past  two  years.  Several  even  surpassed 
this  claim.  Stenotypy  presents  the  reasonable  advantage  of 
machine  work  over  hand  work. 

More  detailed  and  specific  information  will  gladly  be 
given.  Correspondence  is  invited  with  The  Office,  Buena 
Vista  College. 

Penmanship 

A  knowledge  of  penmanship  and  the  ability  to  write 
a  legible  hand  is  worth  the  cost  of  an  entire  course. 


Other  Studies 

Commercial  students  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  of  receiving  instruction  in  preparatory  or 
collegiate  subjects,  may  do  so  by  paying  an  extra  tuition  of 
$5  for  one  subject  or  $10  for  two  or  more  subjects,  per 
semester. 

Business  correspondence,  composition,  punctuation  and 
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rapid  calculation  are  all  given  prominent  places  in  this  de- 
partment. 

Typewriting — We  teach  the  touch  method. 

Typewriting  Equipment  is  described  elsewhere  under 
equipment. 

Shorthand  Tests  for  Graduation. — To  write  300  words 
in  three  minutes  and  transcribe  it  on  the  typewriter  in 
thirty  minutes.    Each  error  discounts  final  result  five  words. 

Typewriting  Tests  for  Graduation. — To  copy  from  man- 
uscript at  the  rate  of  forty  words  per  minute  for  three  min- 
utes.   Each  error  discounts  final  result  five  words.

Positions 


The  demand  for  competent  stenographers  and  book- 
keepers is  far  in  excess  of  the  supply.  It  is  not  a  question 
of  position  in  this  commercial  age,  it  is  a  question  of  prepar- 
ation. We  could  place  a  great  many  thoroughly  prepared 
men  and  women  right  now.  Think  about  your  preparation 
and  the  position  will  be  ready  when  you  are  ready. 


In  General 

The  advantage  of  a  commercial  department  in  connec- 
tion with  other  departments  of  a  college  are  many  as  com- 
pared with  a  purely  business  college. 

The  college  proper  cannot  help  but  offer  more  in  the  cul- 
tural line  than  is  found  in  the  ordinary  school  offering  pure- 
ly business  subjects.  A  great  many  organizations  such  as  a 
literary  society,  a  Y.  W.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  are  found  in  Buena 
Vista  College.  Commercial  students  who  avail  themselves 
of  their  privileges  are  more  than  welcome. 

The  success  of  the  past  two  years  in  this  department 
has  proved  beyond  question  that  the  arrangement  as  stated 
above  is  a  desirable  one.  The  large  attendance  and  the  un- 
usual interest  in  the  work  have  been  more  than  satisfactory. 

Our  students  go  into  the  best  positions  open  to  anyone. 

Another  feature  of  the  work  has  developed  that  makes 
us  certain  that  in  connection  with  a  college  of  liberal  arts  is 
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the  proper  place  for  a  student  to  take  his  commercial  work. 
A  number  of  our  students  have  been  taking  work  in  the 
music  department,  while  others  have  taken  advanced  Eng- 
lish in  the  collegiate  department. 

All  in  all,  we  feel  that  those  wanting  work  of  this  kind 
will  do  well  if  they  decide  to  take  their  work  with  us. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  that  the  student  can  secure 
almost  any  amount  of  work  he  may  wish  from  a  few  months 
up  to  two  years.  Those  who  find  it  impossible  to  enter  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  may  enroll  at  any  time  and  pursue 
their  individual  work  as  rapidly  as  their  ability  and  applica- 
tion will  permit.  We  recommend,  however,  that  all  students 
make  it  a  point  to  enter  at  the  the  beginning  of  the  term.

Students  From  Other  Schools 

Students  from  accredited  schools  who  can  present  pass- 
ing grades  in  any  of  the  branches  will  be  allowed  to  take  the 
remaining  studies  of  the  course  and  receive  a  certificate  of 
graduation.  Our  instruction  in  bookkeeping  and  shorthand 
is  given  largely  by  the  individual  methods;  consequently 
students  can  progress  as  rapidly  as  they  may  choose.

The  School 


The  school  of  music  offers  exceptional  advantages  to  the 
student  who  desires  to  study  music  as  a  profession  and  af- 
fords every  facility  to  those  who  study  music  as  a  part  of 
a  liberal  education.  Being  part  of  a  college  of  high  rank, 
it  gives  a  combined  musical  and  literary  course  which  de- 
velopes  and  broaders  the  student's  metal  capacity  and  in- 
creases his  musical  possibilities. 

The  course  is  divided  into  three  general  classes: 
Teacher's  certificate  (not  public  school  music) ,  Diploma  and 
Post-Graduate  Course,  leading  to  the  degree  Bachelor  of 
Music,  B.  M. 

This  course  has  been  arranged  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
student.    Teacher's  Certificate  Course. 
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This  course  has  been  arranged  to  meet  the  need  of  the 
student  who  desires  to  prepare  for  the  teaching  profession, 
not  public  school  music,  and  upon  completion  of  the  requir- 
ed work  (see  schedule),  a  Teacher's  Certificate  will  be  grant- 
ed. 

Diploma  Course 

A  four  year  course  in  practical  and  theoretical  music 
for  the  professional  musician  and  teacher.  A  diploma  will 
be  granted  upon  completion  of  the  work  as  outlined. 

Post-Graduate 

(Leading  to  the  Degree,  Bachelor  of  Music,  B.  Mus.) 
This  course  is  open  to  all  graduates  of  the  school  of 
music  and  to  those  of  institutions  of  similar  rank,  upon 
presentation  of  diploma.  Students  coming  from  other  col- 
leges, when  such  colleges  are  not  accredited  with  this  school, 
may  be  required  to  pass  an  examination  for  entrance. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

Beginners  are  always  welcome  and  there  are  no  special 
requirements.  It  is  not  necessary  that  they  take  other  work 
at  the  college.  Preparatory  students  will  receive  every  at- 
tention and  parents  contemplating  a  musical  education  for 
their  children,  will  find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  en- 
roll them  in  this  department. 

Special  students  may  enter  at  any  time  and  there  are 
no  entrance  requirements.  Students  who  enter  the  regular 
courses  leading  to  Teacher's  Certificate,  Diploma,  or  the  de- 
gree, Bachelor  of  Music,  are  required  to  take  the  following 
courses  or  present  a  certificate  from  some  school  of  equal 
rank  bearing  the  same  number  of  credits.  For  admission 
to  first  year  (Freshman)  classes,  students  will  be  examined 
in  music  of  the  third  and  fourth  grades.

Violin

Seventh  chords;  intersions,  sus- 
pensions, keyboard. 

2.  Advanced  harmony.  This  course  treats  of  chord  relations, 
figured  basses,  harmonizing,  melodies,  suspension,  modulation,  key- 
board work.  Harmonic  analysis.  Original  work  in  simple  forms  of 
composition.     Elementary  counterpoint. 

3.  Counterpoint.  Simple  counterpoint;  in  two,  three  or  more 
parts;  free  counterpoint. 

4.  Canon  and  Fugue.  Analysis  of  musical  forms,  classic  and 
modern  suite;  overture;  sonata;  symphony;  oratorio  and  opera.  Ac- 
coustics,  instrumention,  arranging. 

Pipe  Organ 

(Piano  5-6  and  Harmony  required  for  entrance.) 

1.  Manual  and  pedal  studies;  organ  touch;  Lemmens,  Whiting, 
Buch  and  Guilmant  studies.  Compositions  by  Buck,  Bach,  Dubois, 
Lemmens,  Wely,  Batiste,  Best,  Guilmant  and  others.  Choir  and  solo 
accompanying.    Organ  comstruction. 

2.  Rink's  Organ  School,  4-5.  Bach,  Guilmant,  St.  Saens,  Mendel- 
ssohn and  Bach  Sonatas;  Standard  organ  compositions.  Church  and 
concert  work.     Orchestration  and  composition. 

Ensemble 

In  this  branch  of  instruction  lie  indispensable  elements  of  musi- 
cal culture  to  be  obtained  through  no  other  mode  of  training.  It 
develops  the  student's  ability  to  play  at  sight  and  enables  him  to 
acquire  a  knowledge  of  musical  composition  ordinarily  inaccessible 
to  the  music  student.  The  work  will  include  the  reading  and  playing 
of  compositions  for  two  pianos  (concertos,  etc.),  piano  quartettes, 
string  quartettes  and  trios,  trios  for  piano,  violin  and  cello  accom- 
panying and  orchestral  work. 

Concerts  and  Recitals 

Concerts  and  Recitals  will  be  given  thruout  the  year  by  students 
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and  Faculty.  Students  are  required  to  take  part  in  concert  work 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  instructor.  This  is  a  valuable  part  of 
one's  musical  training  and  the  students  will  be  given  every  possible 
advantage  in  this  respect. 

The  department  will  at  all  times  be  pleased  to  furnish  numbers 
for  out-of-town  entertainments.  Arrangements  may  be  made  for 
entire  programs. 

Interpretation 

The  study  of  interpretation,  which  gives  a  creative  stimulus  to 
the  student,  is  commenced  as  soon  as  the  student  has  sifficient  tech- 
nic  to  allow  of  the  interpretation  of  even  the  smallest  compositions. 
Music  is  a  language,  the  language  of  the  feelings,  of  the  spiritual,  and 
the  ideal  in  man  and  it  is  the  object  of  this  class  to  develope  the  finer 
sense  of  expression. 

Ear-Training  and  Sight-Singing 

This  is  one  of  the  most  essential  studies  for  the  musical  student 
as  it  develops  his  ability  to  hear  correctly  and  should  be  taken  up  as 
early  as  possible.  The  ear  is  trained  to  recognize  all  forms  of  mus- 
ical scales,  intervals,  chords,  modulations,  metre,  rhythm  and  musical 
forms,  and  the  student  will  find  the  training  an  invaluable  aid  to 
the  proper  appreciation  of  musical  art. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Tuition  is  payable  strictly  in  advance  for  each  semester. 

Lessons  lost  on  account  of  student's  absence  will  not  be  made  up, 
except  only  in  cases  of  protracted  illness. 

Special  students  may  enter  at  any  time,  but  students  taking  the 
regular  courses  must  matriculate  at  the  opening  of  each  term. 

The  rooms  for  practice  purposes  are  very  well  adapted  for  the 
purpose,  they  are  large,  well  heated  and  lighted,  and  contain  good 
pianos.    There  are  also  rooms  set  aside  for  the  use  of  violin  students. 

Pupils  are  not  allowed  to  accept  engagements  for  public  work  in 
either  concert  or  recital  without  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  all  entertainments  given  by 
this  department. 

Pupils  of  Mr.  Wimberley  are  required  to  study  ear- training  har- 
mony. 
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Summer  School  of  Music 

Professor  Fred  W.  Wimberley,  Dean 

Eight  weeks,  June  17th  to  August  10th,  1918.  The  work  covered 
will  include,  Ear-Training,  Sight- Singing,  Harmony,  Technique,  Mus- 
ical History,  Interpretation,  and  the  most  careful  oversight  of  the  in- 
structor. The  plan  of  the  course  is  unique.  Students  will  come  in 
the  morning  and  remain  all  day  as  at  any  other  school.  This  method 
has  been  tried  in  two  other  states  and  has  been  found  to  present  many 
advantages. 

Mr.  Wimberley  has  had  the  best  of  training  in  this  country  and 
abroad  and  has  the  experience  in  teaching  to  put  him  into  touch  with 
the  very  best  methods  of  instruction. 

Any  one  may  enter  who  is  interested  in  the  study  of  musical  art, 
as  a  student,  as  a  teacher,  or  in  order  to  better  appreciate  the  best 
in  musical  art  and  composition.  The  expense  will  be  very  low,  con- 
sidering all  of  the  advantages  offered.  The  fee  for  the  entire  course 
will  be  only  fifteen  dollars.  This  does  not  include  the  necessary  cost 
of  teaching  materials  which  will,  however,  be  very  slight. 

During  the  session  of  the  Institute  Mr.  Wimberley  will  give  an 
illustrated  piano  recital  for  which  an  admission  fee  will  be  charge, 
but  the  proceeds  of  the  same  will  be  divided  among  the  students 
where  the  recital  is  given.
